FOURTEEN SURVIVORS OF THE WRECKED’ 
STEAMER ALGOMA WITHOUT: FOOD FOR: 


MANY HOURS, 


Port ARTHUR, Ontario, Nov. , 10.—The 
latest information to be gathered here in regard 
to the sinking of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
steamer Algoma on Saturday last is that 48 per- 
Sons were drowned and2 passengers and 12 of 
the crew alone survive. The vessel had 62 peo- 
ple on board when she left Owen Sound 
on Thursday last for the last trip of the 
Season. Her passenger list consisted of seven 
cabin and six steerage passengers. his was 
the smallest number she ever carried on a trip. 
Her cargo consisted of 134 tons of general mer- 
chandise and 297 tons of railway supplies. No 
complete list of the passengers or crew is obtain- 
able here, and no official list of the !atter seems 
to have been kept anywhere. The survivors of 
the wreck who were brought here yesterday by 
the steamer Athabasca are W. J. Hull and W. B. 
Arthur, of Meadford, Ontario; Capt. John 
Moore, First Mate Hastings, Second Mate Rich- 
ard Simpson, Wheelman Henry Lewis, Watch- 
man John C. McNoble, Fireman P. McCalgar, 
Deckhands R. Stevens, James Bolton, and Daniel 
Laughlan, and Waiters John McLane, George 
McColl, and John McKenzie. 

The lost, so far as can be ascertained, are as 
follows: Mrs. Dudgeon and three children, of 
Ww innipeg; Mr. and Mrs. Frost, of Owen Sound; 
William Higgins, a wholesale merchant of Win- 
nipex; G. Emerson, an English capitalist; Doug- 
las Buchanan and Charies Buchanan, of Prince 
Edward County, Ontario, and Louis Zimmer- 
man, of Port Arthur, all passengers; and of the 
crew, George Pettigrew, chief engineer; Alex- 
ander McDermott, of Sarnia, second engineer; 
Mr. Mackenzie, purser, a nephew of Alexander 
Mackenzie, of Sarnia, ex-Premier of Canada; 
Alexander Taylor, chief steward, of either Buf- 
falo or Cieveland; Mr. Jones, steerage steward, 
of Scotland. The names of the others who were 
drowned, consisting of deckhands, firemen, wait- 
ers, and othersot the crew, cannot be obtained. 
Several bodies drifted ashore on the island and 
were picked up to-day. They are unidentified as 
yet, and will be held to await the arrival of 
friends. 

Capt. Moore, the commander of the ill fated 
Algoma, who was considerably injured during 
his figbt for lifeon the rocky shores of Isle 
Royale, tells the following story of the wreck: 
The Algoma passed through St. Mary’s Canal, 
bound for this port, Friday noon. Soon after 
reaching Lake Superior the wind began to 
freshen up from the northwest, and a great bank 
of leaden clouds along the northern horizon de- 
noted the approach of heavy weather. Realiz- 
ing, however, that the Algoma was well able to 
cope with asevere gale, Capt. Moore kept her 
on her course. As night approachea the 
wind continued to increase in violence, and 
by dark had developed into one of the fiercest 
gales he ever experienced on the upper lakes. 
As the gale increased the sea began to make, and 
before midnight Lake Superior was lashed into 
amass of seething foam. While the tempest 
screeched and howled, great seas swept,com- 
pletely over the struggling steamer. The situa- 
tion was made ailthe more terrible by a blind- 
ing snowstorm that setin before morning. It 
was impossible to see the length of the steamer. 
The passengers and crew were terrified beyond 
measure and momentarily expected to see the 
steamer go to the bottom. By instruction of 
Capt. Moore the officers circulated among 
the passengers, trying to allay their tears. They 
Were panic-stricken, however, and huddled to- 
wether in the cabin, where the women and chil- 
dren were alternately screaming and praying. 
On Saturday morning Isle Royale was sighted, 
and Capt. Moore headed the steamer for Rock 
Harbor, where he hoped to gain shelter. The 
istand forms a natural harbor of refuge, but 
near the entrance there is a dangerous reef, and 
just as the steamer was nearing the entrance she 
Struck this reef. There was a terrific shock, and 
then the steamer came to afull stop. Water, 
which dashed over the bulwarks, flooded the 
cabin, the fire in the furnaces were drowned out, 
and the electric lights extinguished. The pas- 
sengers rushed out of the cabin and beseecned 
the officers to tell them what had happened. 

* We are on a reef,” replied Capt. Moore, ** but 
if you will only keep as calm as possible I trust 
all will be safely landed.” 

Just then one of the crew reported that the 
steamer’s bottom had been punctured and that 
she was filling with water. The boats were at 
once got in readiness and all started to leave the 
steamer, but justas they were about to lower 
the boats the steamer slipped off the reef and 
disappeared with an angry roar. The water was 
covered with the struggling men and wumen 
swept from the deck, and then, for most of 
them, all was over. 

The 14 who lived to tell the terrible experience 
got into one of the boats, but were powerless to 
help themselves, as they were without oars. 
Capt. Moore, however, wrenched a foot board 
from the bottom of the boat, and with that asa 
— succeeded in working the boat to the 

sland, which was reached early Sunday morn- 
ing. Here the party remained without food 
until 10 o’clock Monday morning, when the sur- 
vivors were sighted by fishermen, who went out 
and intercepted the Athabasca, a sister vessel to 
the wrecked steamer. Her crew rescued the 
party, which was brought to this port—a dis- 
tance of 40 miles—and cared for by the officers 
ot the Canadian Pacific Road. 

One of the rescued passengers gives a grapbic 
account of the terrible scenes at the time of the 
wreck: “It is no use to attempt to describe the 
scene,” said he. * Nothing worse ever occurred 
on carth. In their madness, when the waves 
were washing the deck, a number threw them- 
selves into the foaming billows. Others, when 
a great wave washed the deck, were swept into 
the sea like feathers. A few hung on to ropes 
or to the masts, but the majority seemed 
to abandon themseives in the wild alarm 
and despair. Some of the crew, all of 
whom, except the waitresses, had clung 
to the rigging, managed, during« a slignt 
luilin the storm, to place themselves in a life- 
boat and cut the fastenings. In aninstanta wave 
swept them from the ill-fated wreck. Amid the 
awful cries of the dying and the terrible dashing 
of the waves the boat was borne onward. Two 
of us passengers had managed to get into the 
boat before it was cut away from the wreck. 
The lifeboat and its occupants had terrible ex- 
perience on the open, storm-tossed lake. All 
who could bound themselves to the boat, and 
the rest held on to the sides, expecting every 
moment to meet their death either by drowning 
or from exposure and the cold, which was intense. 
Once the boat was turned over by the waves and 
one of the crew was washed away, but the frail 
craft righted itself and was swept on in the com- 
parative darkness. After half an hour the boat 
suddenly struck some rocks. The inmates 
feared all was over with them, as the craft cap- 
sized, but to our surprise when thrown out we 
tound that the water was only a foot deep, and 
discovered that we were on Jand. After remain- 
ing there an hour or more the storm abated and 
the sky cleared. It was then discovered that we 
were on Isle Royale and that the vessel had been 
wrecked about amile from shore on the great 
boulders near the channel. We waited there 
without food until the Athabasca came along, 
picked us up, and brought us to Port Arthur,”

MOONSHINERS CONVICTED. 

Memputs, Tenn., Nov. 10.—The officers 
df the United States court returned to-day from 
Jacksor, Tenn., where 42 moonshiners were 
tried, allexcept four being convicted. Ten of 
them were distillers, and the remainaer were 
employed in various ways about illicit stills. 
Judge Hammond imposed light sentences. In 
the cases of those actually emp!oyed in running 
atills on their own account, of which there were 
10, ne fixed the punishment at six months’ im- 
prisonment. The remainder were fined $100 
each and sentenced to 30 days’ imprisonment. 
The revenue law is so strict as to cover not oniy 
filicit distillers, but those who manufacture the 
stills without observing certain rules, The dig- 
gers of wells, drawers of water, and hewers of 
wood and those who deliver grain, water, or 
fuel to stills even as hirelings are also liable to 
be prosecuted.

MRS.’ WATERMAN’S DIVORCE SUIT.

SOCIAL.. CIRCLES IN SYRACUSE EXCITED 
OVER THE PROCEEDINGS. 

» Syracuse, N. Y., Nov. 10.—Social circles 
here were thrown into turmoil to-day by the 
announcement that Mrs. Ciara Bronner Water- 
man bad applied in the Common Pleas Court, 
New-York City, for adivorce from her husband, 
B. Frank Waterman. Principal cause is alleged. 
Mrs. Waterman isa daughter of Isaac H. Bron- 
ner, who owns a large property in this city. 
Her younger sister, Theresa, is well known in 
musical circles throughout the State. B. Frank 
Waterman is the son of ex-Deputy Coroner 
Waterman, of New-York City. He first met 
the woman who is now seeking a divorce 
from him in 1878, while on a commercial visit 
to this city. She was then a beautiful girl, 


barely 16 years old. They were married here in 
December of the year named according to the 
ceremonies of the Hebrew Church, having been 
previously married civilly at Rixford, Penn., 
where Waterman was proprietor of an opera 
house. The couple moved to New-York. Four 
years passed happily, and two children were 
born. Atterthat time Mrs. Waterman alleges 
her husband became cruel and neglected to pro- 
vide comfortably for her support, although 
earning a large salary as traveling agent for a 
Lispenard-street lace house. He wrote a play 
in 1888, organized a company, and_ started 
out on atour, opening at Rochester. The ven- 
ture proved unsuccessful, and the author-man- 
ager returned to his old position in New-York. 
Mrs. Waterman then separated from him and 
for the following year lived with her sister in an 
East Sixty-ninth-street flat. Becoming fearful 
that Waterman would abduct the children, she 
sentthem to this city for safe keeping, and 
then, with her sister, moved secretly to Remsen- 
street, Brooklyn, where she lived in seclusion 
for some months. To THE TiMEs’s correspond- 
ent who met her here to-day shesaid she was now 
engaged in the fancy goods business in Brooklyn 
and had accumulated a snug fortune, 

Tne evidence on which the divorce proceed- 
ings were based was obtained through private 
detectives. The case was sent to a Referee, who 
has intimated that he will report in her favor. 
Her father is now in business in New-York and 
lives at No. 606 Lexington-avenue. Mr. Water- 
man was seen here to-day, but declined to make 
any statement regarding his matrimonial af- 
fairs, although intimating there would bea big 
sensation when his side of the story was told, 


OHIO’S ELECTION DISPUTES.

COUNSEL FOR* DEMOCRATIO SENATORS IN- 
DULGE IN SHARP PRACTICE, 

CINCINNATI, Noy. 10.—Notice has been 
telegraphed from Columbus this evening to 
the various® parties in interest in this 
city * that application has been made in 
the Supreme Court for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the Clerk of the courts in 
this county to issue certificates of election to 
the Democratic candidates for the State Senate. 
This is the reverse of the mandamus case now 
on trial here, wherein it is sought to compel the 
same Clerk to issue the certificates of elec- 
tion to the Republican candidates for 
the Senate. The .application for the writ 


was filed in the Supreme Court late this 
afternoon by the same attorneys who are trying 
the case for the Democrats here. Counsel for 
the Republicans were in Columbus to-day argu- 
ing before the Supreme Court the constitution- 
ality of the registry law. Hearing that 
& mandamus proceeding was contem- 

lated, they inquired of counsel for the 

emocrats whether there was any truth in 
the report, and being assured that there 
was not, they returnedhome. On the way back 
a telegram overtook them, stating that such an 
application had been made and will be argued 
to-morrow. The counsel for the Republicans 
will now have to return to Columbns by early 
train. It is supposed the deception was practiced 
upon them inorder to deprive them of oppor- 
tunity for preparing for the argument. 

To grant the writ the Supreme Court Judges 
will be obliged to depart from a rule which they 
have'strictly adhered to for many years—that of 
refusing to accept original jurisdiction in man- 
damus cases. They will also be treating with 
great discourtesy the court below, which is now 
well along in the hearing of thecase. Attorneys 
say thatsuch acourse on the part of the Supreme 
Court is unprecedented, and is rendered the more 
remarkable from the rfact that the case will be 
taken before the Supreme Court on error in the 
regular course of procedure within a fort- 
night and in ample time for its determination 
before the Senate convenes in January. The 
Supreme Court is Democratic, the Circuit Court 
now hearing the case Republican. It isalla 
good illustration of the — to which par- 
tisan feeling has gone in this State. 


AN OCEAN STEAMER ASHORE. + 


THE STEAMER BROOKLYN OF THE DOMINION 
t LINE IN A BAD POSITION. 
‘ QuEBeEc, Noy. 10.—A dispatch received 


from the agent at the southwest point of Anti- 
costi states that a man: from the steamer 
Brooklyn, of the Dominion Line, had reached 
Heath Point and reported that the steamer went 
ashore at 6 A. M. on Sunday, 10 miles off 
that point. He stated that no one had been on 
board the steamer since the accident occurred. 
The weather was very rough, and two compart- 
ments of the vessel were fullof waterthen. She 
struck in a bad place, and her position is dan- 
gerous. It is very probable that the Government 
will be asked to dispatch the Government;steam- 
er Napoleon tothe Brooklyn's assistance,and that 
the request will be granted. The Napoleon is 
the only vessel which is fit to be sent out in the 
Gulf during the prevailing stormy weather. 
She is a very fast boat, and will be able to reach 
Anticosti in about 45 hours from the time of ber 
departure from here. The Brooklyn was bound 
from Liverpool for this port. 

A late dispatch states that the passengers and 
crew of thesteamer are allsaved. The Brook- 
lyn, which is a cattle boat, but has accommo- 
cations for a few passengers, was advertised to 
sail from here on her return trip on Saturday.

Her parents soon noticed the intimacy 
and the stern father banished the ardent swain 
from the house and placed a guardian over his 
daughter. Before the pair were separated the 
girl faithfully promised that when she became 
18 years of age she would marry her lover. 
During the two years past there have 
been no secret meetings, no love letters 
have flown to and fro between them, and 
thoy have met but seldom until last 
Saturday afternoon. Lowe last week obtained 
tickets for a theatrical matinée in Boston. Two 
of these tickets he gave toa young man named 
Louis Wiggins, an intimate friend, who secured 
the parents’ consent to take the young iady to 
the play. The parents, however, kept a close 
watch to prevent their daughter from being ac- 
companied by Mr. Lowe. Wiggins and Miss 
Corey took the train at Newton Highlands, 
going to Boston, where, at the railroad station, 
they met young Lowe. Loweand his sweetheart, 
accompanied by Wiggins, went to a clergyman’s 
house and were at once married. Then they 
visited the theatre and afterward courageously 
returned to the home of the bride’s father. The 
parents at first caused a tremendous rumpus, 
but to-day they sent for the young pair and 
bade them come and live with them. 





AN INNOCENT MAN IN PRISON.

that he was the murderer of Dr. Allen, who was 
tound dead in his residence at Sandwich, IIl., 
about five years ago. Wiiliam Thomas was con- 
victed of Dr. Allen’s murderand isnowserving a 
seventeen-year sentence for the crime. Young 
is a notorious burglar. In his confession he ac- 
curately describes the house and grounds where 
Dr. Alien lived, and also drew a plan: of the 


house, showing the location of the room in 
which he claims to have committed the murder. 
Ap indictment against Young, based on his con- 
fession of the crime, has been found, and he was 
taken to De Kalb this evening to be tried.

ENFORCING REFORM LAWS 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE.NEW- 
YORK : WEIGHERSHIP. 
ANNOYANCE CAUSED. BY THE PUBLICATION 
OF THE EXAMINERS’ RECORD—THE ‘AD- 

MINISTRATION’S INDIAN POLICY. 


“SWasuineton, Nov. 10.—The list of per- 


sons who passed the civil service examination 
for Weigherin the New-York Custom House is 
in the possession of the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners. It has not yet been sent for by the 
President, and the President as yet knows 
nothing about the result of the examina- 
tion except what he has learned through 
the newspapers. He has had no talk 
with the Civil Service Commissioners about it. 
There were some evidences of annoyance at the 
White House because the result of the examina- 
tion was made known promptly in New-York, 
before it was here, and it may be that some- 
thing in the way of criticism may yet reach the 
person who was responsible for publishing in- 
formation that was considered to be private, 
and which it,was intended should not be made 
public until after the selection of a Weigher 
had been made. Exactly why there should 
have been any reason for withholding the rela- 
tive standing of the applicants is not ascer- 
tained. The suggestion is made by those who 
are fearful lest ex-Alderman Sterling will be 
appointed that! secrecy was desired in order 
that he could be named as having passed with- 
out the necessity of explaining at, what per- 
centage he had pinched through. As_ the 
President was responsible for the  hold- 
ing of an examination in this case, and 


as he  has_ repeatedly authorized the 
statement that he was not concerned about the 
fate of any applicant for the position and not 
determined that Sterling should get in, it is only 
fair to the President to refrain from imputing 
to him a purpose to make the competitive ex- 
amination ridiculous. He has most positively 
denied the truth of the story that the exam- 
ination was held merely to ascertuin whether 
Sterling possessed the necessary qualifica- 
tions, as that story would, if true, 
make the President appear to be playing with 
the civil service law, whereas he is quite as 
sincere in his test of the law as affecting the 
place of Weigher at New-York as he has been 
in his advocacy of the reform as a whole. The 
list of eligibles will be considered by the Civil 
Service Commissioners, who will decide whether 
a limited number of eligibles or the entire 
list shail be submitted to Collector Hedden, 
who is to make the appointment, subject to the 
confirmation of Secretary Manning. Should 
Sterling get the appointment, as he may if the 
entire list of eligibles is sent to Collector Hed- 
den, it will be difficult to show how the compet- 
itive examination just held in New-York differs 
from the old style “*pass examination,” which 
was an extremely informal and unsatisfactory 
test of fitness as compared with that required 
under the civil service rules. Commissioners 
Edgerton and Trenholm have both been at their 
posts to-day, but neither of them has had any- 
thing tosay about the determination of_ the 
case. Mr. Edgerton goes to Fort Wayne, Ind., 
to-morrow, but he does not intimate that a de- 
cision in the matter of the selection of a Weigher 
will be made before his departure. 

Secretary Lamar stopped work on his annual 
report to-day to taik with the members of the 
Mohonk Conference on the Indian question, and 
his talk to that body of philanthropists and that 
of the President to the same persons convey an 
intimation of the policy of the Administration 
in the treatment of the Indians. Mr. Lamar 
does not believe that the Government can 
disregard the tribal relations of the Indians, 
under the Constitution, and he does not 
entertain any purpose of forcing upon them a 
civilization for which they are unprepared. 
Both the President and Secretary agree in giving 
great credit to the civilizing efforts of the mis- 
sionaries among the Indians. In his report, it is 
understood, Secretary Lamar will set forth the 

olicy of the Administration, recommending 
ittle beyond an observance of the treaty rights 
guaranteed, and the titie in fee to reservations. 

Those Democrats who are making so much 
fuss because the President has seen fit to protect 
himself from visitors during November, and 
who are denouncing it as an unusual proceed- 
ing, could learn at the White House, from the 
attendants who remain there after having 
served several Administrations, that it has been 
customary with all the Presidents for 24 years 
to deny themselves to all but a limited number 
of callers, and those principally of the Govern- 
ment, during the time needed for the prepara- 
tion of the annual message. 

The Missouri Democrats have a weight off 
their minds. They bave been worrying for 
months about the appointment of a Postmaster 
at St. Louis, and to-day the President named 
Mr. William Hyde, formerly editor of the Re- 
publican, to succeed Mr, Rodney D. Wells, who 

as held the office about a year and a half as the 
successor of Postmaster Hayes. Mr. Hyde had 
the support of the entire Missouri: delegation 
with ofie exception. 

A PROSPEROUS PAIR OF SWINDLERS. 

CuicaGo, Noy. 10.—A little corner of an 
office at No. 155 Washington-street, in this city, 
where sewing machine attachments are alleged 
to be sold, is represented as the office of Stone & 
Murray, agents for a lottery doing business 
in Louisiana. From thisroom has been worked 
one of the most successful and profitable lot- 
tery swindles ever unearthed here or elsewhere. 
Stone & Murray, whom nobody has ever been 
able to find in the flesh, have sent to all parts of 
the country envelopes containing two circulars. 
One of these was a fac simile of the circular of 
the Louisiana concern. The other flattered the 
recipient with the statement that he bad been 
selected as the one man in his locality fit 
to sbow to the world that the lottery 
was a tair and honest enterprise. To do this 
he must send Stone & Murray the reguitar price 
of aticket in the Jottery. If he did not win at 
the first drawing a ticket would be sent him free 
every month until he did. For $50 12 tickets 
would be sent every month until he had capt- 
ured four prizes. The Louisiana concern denies 
that Stone & Murray ure its agents. In- 
quiry at the different express offices in the 
city shows that a large number of money 
packages, from widely divergent points, includ- 
ing the East. containing from $5 to $50, have 
been aelivered to these men, The letters, regis- 
tered and otherwise, delivered at the apology 
foran office in Washington-street by the Post 
Office carriers, amount to several hundred per 
day. None of the victims heard from have re- 
ceived the smallest return, or areply trom Stone 
& Murray, atter forwarding the cash, 





THE COAL MINING QUESTION. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, Nov. 10.—The repre- 
sentatives of the various coal companies doing 
pusiness in the Hocking and Sunday Creek Val- 
leys held along meeting here to-day discussing 
the situation and the effect of the coal miners’ 
strike. All phases of the strike were discussed, 
few favoring the payment of the advance de- 
manded and the majority strongly opposing any 
further concessions, on the ground that there 
was no demand for coal based on a higher rate 
than 50 cents per ton. It now seems probable 
that the various companies will abandon ail 
efforts to continue business for the present and 
close up their mines. It is likely that th Sher- 
iffs of the various counties will be notified that 
work has been suspended and that the counties 
will be held responsible for any destruction of 
property that may occur. While work is sus- 
pended the various companies will consider the 
feasibility of substituting machinery, the peri- 
odical strikes having completely disorganized all 
business connected with the coal and iron inter- 
ests in the valley.

At 10 o’clock 
the coffin will be removed to St. George’s Hall, 
where a guard of honor from the ?Philadelphia 
section of the Benevolent and Protective Order 
of Elks will be on duty until 8 o’clock Thursday 
morning. From that hour until llo’clock the 
body will lie in state in the hall. At11 o’clock 
the public funeral services will begin. The

LABOR TROUBLES AT GALVESTON. 


FEARS~- THAT AN AMICABLE ' ADJUSTMENT 
WILL NOT BE REACHED. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Noy. 10.—The situa- 
tion to-night touching the settlement of the 
recent strike does not promise an ami- 
cable adjustment. Adjt.-Gen. King arrived 
in the city last night from Austin to 
personally investigate the causes which led 
to the recent boycott. Gov. Ireland has ordered 
Gen. King to take such action in the premises as 
the result of his investigations may warrant. 
The feeling of hatred between the Knights of 
Labor and the colored workmen was greatly in- 


tensified to-day when it became known that the 
local Assembly of Knights of Labor had ad- 
dressed a formal request to Mayor Fulton, ask- 
ing him to dismiss Patrolmen Davis, De Bruhl, 
Worren, and Sparks, alleging that ** They have 
been using their best endeavors to incite the 
colored people to violence. ‘The three last- 
named policemen are colored men. The Mayor 
replied that he could not comply with their 
wishes, as an investigation proved the accused 
policemen were quiet and efficient officers. This 
incident has aroused the colored laborers to 
open and avowed hostility toward the Knights. 

The Committee of Arbitration passed the day 
in secret session taking testimony. Their pro- 
ceedings are invested with the air of an im- 
portant court sitting in a momentous case. All 
evidence is reduced to writing. It is the general 
belief that the committee stand 5 to 5 onthe final 
questions of settlement and that some outside 
civilian will be called in as an eleventh juror to 
cast the deciding vote as to whether the negroes 
sha!l be ejected from the Mallory wharf. Human 
lives hang on that vote. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the military and city authorities are 
quietly preparing to suppress by force any out- 
break that may follow the rendering of a deci- 
sion unfavorable to the Knights of Labor. 
Adjt.-Gen. King is privately inspecting the mili- 
tary companies to-night, and in his charge to 
the United States Grand Jury to-day Judge 
Sabin called their attention to the gravity or 
the situation, and bade them examine 
closely into any violation of the United 
States statutes, An impression is growing 
that the Mallory Company was forced aguinst 
their wishes to recognize the arbitration court, 
and a good deal of doubt exists as to whether 
they wili really abide its decision if their colored 
laborers are ordered to quit. Henry R. Mallory 
is quoted here as having said he would lay up 
his ships rather than submit to be dictated to in 
this matter.

MURDERED BY HER OWN SOM. + 


A BOY OF THIRTEEN DELIBERATELY SHOOTS 
HIS MOTHER. 

HENRIETTA, Texas, Nov. 10.—Intelligence 
has just been neceived here from Fannin, @ 
small town 15 miles south of here, of one of the 
most cruel crimes ever perpetrated in North 
Texas. Elizabeth Sanford, the wife of Charles 
Sanford, a well-to-do planter, was killed by ner 
own son, Valentine, a boy 13 years old. The 
deed was committed Saturday afternoon while 
the father was absent. The boy now lies in Hen- 
rietta Jail. He confesses the crime, and says 
that while his mother wasin the field he took 
his father’s Winchester rifle from the rack 
and entered the brush thicket between the 
house and the field in which his mother 
was picking cotton. Resting his rifle 
on a stick, the boy says he sent a bullet whizzing 
through his mother’s brain. After she had 
fallen he lowered his rifle and shot her four 
times, each bullet entering the body. Having 
satisfied himself that she was dead, he emerged 
from the thicket and drew the body about 50 
yards and carefully covered it with brush. He 
then hid the rifle in the woods, and entered the 
house to await his father’s return. About 9 
o’clock the father came home and instituted a 
search for his wife, assisted by the boy, who 
professed he had not seen his mother since 
noon. The father did not suspect the boy, 
and they together searched the neighborhood all 
that night and next day. Sunday evening some 
neighbors found the body secreted under the 
brush, and suspicion was directed to the boy 
Valentine, the only person on the plantation 
with his mother atthetime, On being pressed 
he confessed everything, saying he had also in- 
tended to kill his father and bury them both in 
the barnyard; then he was going to write to his 
uncle in Wisconsin and tell himthey had both 
died, and after this be said he was going to sell 
the plantation and buy a lot of fine horses and 
start out robbing stages, and organize a band of 
robbers with himself as chief. When the father 
learned that his only son was the murderer he 
was driven nearly crazy. ® 

Young Sanford has been noted for his cruelty, 
and does not seem to think he has done any- 
thing very serious. The boyis bright and over 
smart for one of his age, and can read fluently. 
Neighbors say no trouble existed in the family, 
and the boy was invariably well treated. The 
murder causes much excitement, and the boy is 
regarded as an inhuman monster. He has all the 
morbid phenomenal traits of Jesse Pomeroy, 
the celebrated Massachusetts boy fiend. Noth- 
ing but his age prevents his immediate lynching. 





CRYING. FOR RIEL’S LIFE, 


THE -ENGLISH IN WINNIPEG THREATENING 
TO LYNCH THE KEBEL CHIEF, 

WinnIPEG, Nov. 10.—The granting‘ of*a 
respite to Riel has roused the people of the Can- 
adian Northwest almost to a frenzy. The course 
the Government is pursuing gives the impression 
that the sentence of law will not be carried into 
effect. Two members of the Dominion Cabinet, 
Messrs. Carron and White, now here, were to 
have been banqueted by citizens this evening, 


but the news of the respite so enraged the peo- 
ple that only a few dozen were present, al- 
though nearly 1,000 tickets were sold. Meetings 
are being held in all parts of the country to de- 
mand Riel’s execution and ac uprising is im- 
minent. This morning, when news of 
the respite was received from Ottawa, 
flags were hoisted in St. Boniface, a 
French town across the river from here, 
anda mob of Winnipeg people went over and 
tore many of them down. A pitched battle be- 
tween the two factions was only averted by the 
French taking to their heels and hiding in their 
houses.

VO READY FLOW OF TEARS OVER 
ANDRE'S MONUMENT. 


THE AMUSING ATTEMPT OF CYRUS W. FIELD 


AND HIS FRIENDS TO MANUFACTURE 
AN INDIGNATION MEETING IN TAPPAN. 

As aspecimen of an “indignation meet- 
4” the effort made to please Cyrus W. Field by 
& few of his friends in Tappan Monday night 
Was simply amusing. The correspondent that 
made the Associated Press put 130 people in it 
fieured on the basis of the old nursery rhyme 
which tries to prove that **one and one make 
eleven.” Every effort was made that could be 
made to get out every manin the village. Mr. 
Field's friends worked for it by personal appeal, 
and by assiduously distributing printed hand- 
bills. The call for the meeting was headed by 
the village clergyman, the Rey. W. H. William- 
son. It was expected that the natives wouid 
turn out en masse, roaring with sympathy for 
the afflicted millionaire. They did nothing of 
the sort. 

There was a red-hot fire in the stove of the lit- 
tle chapel at 7:30, the hourthe meeting should’ 
have begun. Buta man and two boys had it all 
to themerelves, Soon a few people began to 
Straggle in. At 17:45 prospects for a bakers’ 
dozen looked dubious, so a few young men 
roamed around outside and drummed up re- 
cruits. At 8 o’clock, when Parson Williamson 
called the meeting to order, there were seated on 
the benches before him, exclusive of New-York 
reporters, 29 men and 10 boys, some of them not 
yetold enough to put on long trousers. The 

. amount of noise made by these youngsters 
whenever Mr. Field’s name was mentioned, 
whether with commendation or in timid re- 
proval, would make them a prize fora manager 
mn search of aclaque. Apart by themselves, in 


true meetin’ house fashion, were eight merry 
young girls who bad obviously come out to see 
the fun. Three more girls, two women, and five 
men came in before the meeting was over. 
These figures were verified by two persons after 
a careful count. At no time during the evening 
were 60 people present, aside from those whose 
duty it was tomakea recordof the proceed- 
ings. 

Nor coulda reporter perceiye present there 
more than three men who owned any rea! estate 
in the village of Tappan, The property owners 
Were conspicuous oniy by their absence and the 
utter indifference with which they regarded the 
whole proceeding. But three Tappan men, aside 
trom the Chairman, who could not help it and 
conducted himself throughout as though he was 
inexpressibly uncomfortable, had anything to 
say. Itis dificult to say what would have be- 
come of the indignation meeting had it not been 
for some of Mr. Field’s friends who came over 
from Tarrytown and Nyack to do the talking. 
Capt. F. B. Lewis on taking the chair started the 
small boys by declaring that Mr. Field had not 
erected the stone as a monument to André, but 
asa monument to Washington, who hanged the 
spy. This led some one in the rear to inguire, 
sotto voce, why Mr. Field did not make the 
stonecutter say so, and not lead ordinarily in- 
telligent ~ astray with an inscription en- 
tirely different. However, the meeting went on 
and a young man offered a series of resolutions 
prepared by a resident named Elmendorf, who 
claims to be an advertising oan vassor for Mr. 
Field’s organin this city. is one was taken 
up first: 

“That we condemn the utter defiance of law that 
was manifested by the use of dynamite in destroying 
the monument of André.” 

The parson in advocating the passage of the 
resolution made it very clear that the real 
rrievance was not that the monument was 
llown, but that the people of Tappan should rest 
under the imputation of blowing it down, and 
of sympathizing with the methods used in ac- 
complishing it. There isno question to a person 
who bas had an opportunity of talking with 
Tappanites that the great majority of them 
deplore the method adopted to destroy Mr. 
Field's personal property, and that they indig- 
nantly resent even a suspicion that they were, 
eyen in a remote degree, connected with it. 
But the fact remains to-day, as it was often 
expressed the day atter the occurrence, that 
several villagers are not shedding any tears 
over the effect, though they deplore the 
cause. It was to test the sentiment of the com- 
munity in respect to the monument that he 
had signed the call for the meeting, Mr. Will- 
jameson said. Henry Whittemore, of the Rock- 
land County Historical Society, who represented 
Mr. Field in purchasing and laying out the 
plot where the monument stood, came over 
from Nyack to talk. In the course of reading 
An extended historical reminiscence, which the 
Chairman rather uncivilly dubbed an “ante- 
mortem statement,” when a hearer protested 
against its continuance, Mr. Whittemore ad- 
mitted that there were “‘some two or three or 
half dozen or more” not favorable to the monu- 
ment. Nevertheless, be believed in it and’ wanted 
to see it stand unmolested. In the course of bis 
remarks Mr. Whittemore thought it necessary to 
make this explanation: “I never was under any 
personal or pecuniary obligations to Mr. Field, 
nor did I ever receive one dollar from him for 
any services rendered. I defend him as I would 
any other patriotic citizen for a good deed.” 

Twixt the parson and George Mann, who said 
that there was not @ person in Tappan who 
would not run away from dynamite as fast as 
be could, the resolution was amended to read 
like this and then adopted: 

“That we condemn the utter defiance of law that 
was manifested in this destruction by dynamite of the 
monument etected in commemoration of the execu- 
tion of Major John André.” 


The second resolution, as it voiced the senti- 
ment of nearly everybody in the village, was 
adopted unmolested, It read: 

“That we express our conviction that no rson in 
our vicinity had the remotest connection with that de- 
struction.” 

The third resolution caused discussion again. 
It was as follows: 

“That we consider it desirable that thespotof Major 
John André’s execution should be marked by a memo- 
Tial stone having thereon a suitable inscription.”’ 

D. O. Bradley, President of the André Monu- 
ment Association of Tarrytown, warmly ‘de- 
fended his friend Mr. Field, who had given him 
$350 once to help defray the expenses of a cen- 
tennial anniversary on the other side of the river. 
Mr. Bradiey said that the blowing up of the 
monument was a crime against evory citizen of 
the couptry. “ There is no spot so important in 
the history of the Revolution,” he said, “as this 
of André's execution, for it made British retreat 
impossible.” Roundly scolding the German So- 
cialists of New-York, Mr. Bradley said: “The 
André monument would stand for 1,000 years 
if we were not tormented by these fugitives 
from Europe.” The Rev. Mr. Lioyd, of the 
Nyack Presbyterian church, indignantly de- 
nounced the cowardly use of dynamite in 
American civilization, and incidentally deplored 
its use in connection with the André monument. 
“Jt was a historical favor,” he said, **on the 
part of Mr. Fieia to put up the monument.” 

These two speeches carried the day. Without 
a word of support from a resident of Tappan 
village, the third resolution went throught. 
The fourth and last one tried to nail millionaire 
Field fast to his promise to “‘adorn the grounds 
in the immediate vicinity of the execution by 
the creation of a park to be known as Washing- 
ton Park, with roadways named respectively 
Lafayette-avenue, Paulding-place, Van Wart- 
place, Williams-street, &c., and also by the erec- 
tion of a public building to be devoted to educa- 
tional purposes.” This was objected to by Mr. 
Field’s friends. Mr. Salisbury, of Nyack, said 
the people of Fappan should not beg Mr. Field to 
“*pour down Hits blessings.” That settled it; the 
fourth resolution was thrown into the stove. 
But in order to “set itself right.” as Parson 
Williamson said, this was substituted by the 
meeting: 

“That the zeal manifested by Cyrus W. Field in per- 
petuating past revolutionary events, in erecting suit- 
able monuments, is deserving of themost hearty com- 
mendation.” 

After the above was adopted, and while the 
majority of the ye oy of Tappan were sleeping 
soundly in their beds, Mr. Field’s friends, who 
came from the river towns to represent them, 
the girls and the boys all dispersed and wan- 
dered homeward down the road toward the spot 
where the broken lump of granite was tumbled 
ignominously in the mud. 





A WOMAN'S STRANGE DEATH. 

CurcaGco, Noy. 10.—Since the birth of her 
child three weeks age Mrs. Susan Blatchere, 
wife of the principal mechanic at the Standard 
Theatre, has been delirious. Last night she sent 
her nurse out of the room for some water. Then 
she sprang from her bed, and, clad only in her 
nicht dress, ran out into the street. A 
saloon near by attracted her attention, 
and she went in. The intelligent bar- 
keeper thought she was drunk, and thrust 
her out into the street, where the temperature 
Was not far above freezing. Down the sidewalk 
she wandere@ until she reached No. 199 Des 
Plaines-street, where she attempted to followa 
woman up stairs. The woman thought she was 
Insane, and was greatly frightened. She re- 
covered her senses, however, and putting her 
arms around Mrs. Blatchere helped her up stairs, 
intending to take herinto her own room. At 
the head of the stairs Mrs. Blatchere stopped, 
shuddered a moment, and dropped dead.

OPPOSING A TAX LAW. 


ARGUING FOR THE VIEW TAKEN BY THE 
NEW-JERSEY RAILROADS. 

TrEnTON, N. J., Nov. 10.—The arguments 
in the railroad tax cases were begun in the mein 
branch of the Supreme Court to-day. The con- 
test was opened by ex-Gov. Beale, who repre- 
sents the Morris and Essex, the Warren, the 
Sussex, and the Passaio and Delaware Railroad 
Company. He raised 14 points on the question 


of the constitutionality of the act creating the 


State Board of Assessors and that of the legality 
ofthe method of carrying out the law if it is 
constitutional. He held first that the franchise 
tax against all the companies under the act is 
illegal and void, because franchises are ideal in 
their nature and there is no standard of value 
by which they may be estimated by themselves 
as property. 
he Legislature attempted, ex-Gov. Bedle 

claimed, to delegate to the State Board the pow- 
erto value the franchise witbout giving any 
measure or rule of valuation. Everything was 
left to the arbitrary will of the board, and it had 
adopted two rules, each of which was an at- 
tempt to exercise legislative power. He held 
that the rules adopted by the board were not 
based unon any principle of classification of the 
franchises, and also that under the constitution- 
al amendment of 1875 the Legislature was pro- 
hibited from passing any special act conferring 
corporate powers and was commanded to pass 
genera! laws under which corporations might be 
organized and corporate powers of every nature 
obtained. By reason of this there was no 
substantial value to the franchise. Under the 
act of April 10, 1884, the tangible property was 
to be valued separate from the franchises, one- 
balt of 1 per cent. upon all the real and per- 
sonal property (tangible) of the corporation for 
the State. This was an unjust and unequal dis- 
criminetion against railroad property. The two 
systems of valuation ror both local and State 
tax, one system by the State Board and the 
other by the ordinary Jocal authorities, created 
a want of uniformity of rule in the assessment 
of the valuation of property. In New-Jersey 
francbises had never been regarded as property, 
in any direct sense, for valuation and taxation, 
and the duty of determining the rules of their 
assessment was stili in the Legislature. 

Robert DeForest, representing the New-Jersey 
Ventral, followed ex-Gov. Bedie, and will finish 
his argument to-morrow. 


NEW-YORK AND NEW-ENGLAND. 

Boston, Nov. 10.—In the equity session 
of the Supreme Court to-day, Judge Devens. in 
the case of Lamb against the New-York and 
New-England Railroad Company, ordered an in- 
junction to issue to restrain the defendant com- 
pany from issuing preferred stock to pay off its 


floating debt. Mr. Lamb, who is an owner of 
common stook, claimed that the scheme which 
was being carried out by the company would 
wipe out the common stock, while on the other 
band the corporation contended that it bad the 
power to make the exchange under a special 
statute of 1884. Judge Devens said he had no 
doubt of the desirability and practicability of 
the scheme, and he could not see how any owner 
of the common stock could be harmed, as the 
common stock was not liable for the floating 
debt. The question at issue was a very narrow 
one, but the rulesof the statutes were not as 
flexible asthose of common law. Owing'to the 
importance of the matter to the corporation, he 
would reserve the question for the full court, so 
as to get as speedy a disposition of it as possible. 

The State of Massachusetts now holds $1,842,000 
of the second mortgage bonds of the New-York 
and New-England Road. At a meeting of the 
Governor and Council yesterday it was voted to 

lace the State’s bonds on the market by adver- 

ising for bids for the same, reserving the right 
to reject any or all of the proposals. 

Receiver Clark’s report to the Railroad Com- 
missioners of the operations for the year ending 
Sept. 30 shows earnings of $3,303,674; expenses, 
$2,356,459; net revenue, $947,215, as against 
$420,406 for the preceding year. The business of 
the year resulted in a deficit of $177,130, as com- 
pared with $676,991 for 1884. This is due to the 
reduction in expenses, which were $584,167 less 


’ jn 1885 than during the previous year. 


WEST SHORE’S ASSESSMENT. 
Newsoure, Nov. 10.—Judge Brown has 
rendered his decision in the case of the appeal 
of the West Shore Railroad Company from the 
assessment of its road as made by the Assessors 
of the city of Newburg in 1884. The decision is 
rendered in favor of the defendant. The assess- 
ment was placed at $489,000, and the plaintiff 
sought to obtain a reduction of it to $250,000. 
The matter has been before the courts for sev- 
eral months on a writ of certiorari, which is 
now dismissed, with costs. Ex-Mayor E. &. 
Cassidy appeared as counsel for the plaintiff, 
and M. H. Hirschberg represented the city.

Do you favor any change in the laws govern- 
ing silver coinage and silver certificates, and if 
s0, what modification would you regard as de- 
sirable? 

To what extent, in your opinion, would a re- 
vision of the tariff and internal revenue laws be 
desirable at the next session? 

Who is your choice for the cautus nomination 
for Speaker ? 

In the Democratic responses 47 unqualifiedly 
favor an amendment of the rules, 5 give a quall- 
fied answer, 4 oppose a change, and 8 are non- 
committal.

OPPONENTS OF THE METRIC SYSTEM. 

The sixth annual meeting of the Inter- 
national Institute for Preserving and Perfect- 
ing Anglo-Saxon Weights and Measures began 
yesterday morning in Room No. 21, Cooper In- 
stitute. The President, Charlies Latimer, deliv- 
ered an address, in which he said that the labors 


of the members had prevented Congress from 
passing a bill requiring the use of the French 
metric system. He criticised severely President 
Barnard, of Columbia College, for favoring the 
introduction of the toreign system, and said he 
displayed great ignorance in regard to the sub- 
ject. The election of officers for the ensuing 
ear resulted as follows: President—Charles 
timer; Vice-Presidents—Piazzi Smyth, Lucien 
L Bisbee, Samuel J. Clark, and Samuel Beswick; 
Secretary—The Rev, H. G. Wood; Assistant Sec- 
retary—Miss Mary Sandford; Treasurer—A. M, 
Searles. A letter was read from Prof. Piazzi 
Smyth, Astronomer Royal of Scotland, encour- 
aging the association in the work of preventing 
the French from fvisting upon America their 
system of weights and measures. Their next 
step, said Prof. Smyth, might be to compel 
Americans to speak their language. Inthe aft- 
ernoon Lieut. C. A. L. Totten read a paper on 
the ** Migration of Races,” in which he endeav- 
ered to show that the Americans were the lost 
tribes of Israel. 

At last evening’s session of the institute Ed- 
ward L. Wilson gave a lecture on * Egypt and 
the Nile,” illustrating it with stereopticon views. 
After the lecture President Latimer argued in 
favor of the retention of the Anglo-Saxon 
weights and measures and against the adoption 
of the French metric system. He sought to 
prove by throwing upon the screen Gieqeaine of 
aifferent parts of the great pyramid that the 
inch measure was used by the ancient Egyptians, 
and declared that this lineal measure had de- 
scended to the Anglo-Saxons and had been pre- 
served by them. Scattered on the seats in the 
hall were leafiets addressed to the educators of 
Anglo-Saxondom asking them how they could 
as good Citizens attempt to overthrow the 
weights and measures handed down from time 
immemorial.

THE NEW-ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 


MILITARY AND CIVIO BODIES JOIN IN THE 
OPENING EXERCISES, 

NEw-ORLEANS, La, Noy. 10.—A clear, 

Cloudiess day, With the thermometer not ex- 


ceeding 74°, was vouchsafed the good people of 
the Crescent City for the opening of the North, 
Central, and South American Exposition. It was 
apicnic participated in by 50,000 home people, 
very few strangers being in attendance. All the 


schools, public offices, stores, and manufactories 


closed for the day. The military and civic bodies 
and the Fire Department formed on Canal- 
street at 9 o’clock, and under the Grand Mar- 
shal, Major Charles B. Throckmorton, Second 
United States Artillery, after a street parade, 
having the Governor and State officers in 
charge, moved to the levee and embarked on 
board the steamboats there in waiting and 
steamed up to the Exposition grounds, The 
Mexican gunboat Independencia, anchored 
in the stream, fired a salute as the 
boats passed up. and the guns oO the 
Washington Artiller on shore echoed 
back the greeting. The 10 steamboats landed 
their passengers safely at the Exposition wharf, 
and the long line marched across the park to 
Music Hall, where the day’s exercises were held, 
Addresses were made by Bishop Gallagher, of 
the Episcopa! Church; Director-General Glenn 
President McConnico, Commissioner-Genera: 
Pitkin, Commissioner Fairall, of lowa; Gov. Mo- 
Enery, Mayor Guillotte, the Rev. Halsey Weer- 
lein, Minister Romero, of Mexico, and Dr. J. J, 
Newman, (colored,) Letters were read from 
Secretary Bayard, Mr. Huntington, and others 
excusing their absence, The exercises were en- 
livened with music by Prof, Daquin’s Band and 
achorus of some 500 voices. Every effort was 
made to induce the attendance of President 
Cleveland on this occasion, but he failed to ap- 
pear or respond by letter. Tne transportation 
facilities between the city and the grounds 
proved ample for the day. Some 10,000 people 
were carried on the fleet of boats. The steam 
railroad conveyed 20,000 people in quarter- 
hourly trains, and the five lines of street cars 
handled comfortably 10,000 penple. 

The Horticultural Hall wasin splendid condi- 
tion, otherwise there was a noticeable lack of 
completeness. Those in attendance were limited 
almost entirely to home people: even the rural 
Louisianian was not there. e comes in early 
Winter to buy his outfit and spend some of his 
year’s earnings. But he is now busy grinding 
his cane and picking his cotton, and not for a 
month yet will he be spared from his plantation, 
and it isa month or six weeks too early for the 
average Northern or Western Winter tourist. 
There was, however, a manifestation of good 
feeling on all sides—a feeling of faith and confi- 
dence inthe Exposition and its grand success, 
The managers are practical business men, They 
have paid as they have gone, and tbe gates 
opened to-day with the concern not only free 
from debt, but with $25,000 in the treasury, 
while not onedollar has come from the Govern- 
ment, but has been raised by private effort. 





AN OLD TOLLGATE. 


THE LAST OF ITS CLASS IN THE RAMAPO 
VALLEY. 
Nyack, Nov. 10.—The days of tollgates 


in Rockland County are nearly past, but occa- 
sionally in passing through the remote districts 
of the county one comes across Visible reminders 
of the time when post riders and travelers in 
vehicles were years ago obliged to pay tribute 
at different points for the privilege of going 
over the road. In the Ramapo Valley, a region 
rich in historic interest and encompassed with 
beautiful scenery, one gate yet remains and is 
looked upon with curiosity by many tourists 


and travelers renee through that way. The 
old Albany and Hoboken post road and the Erie 
Railway follow each other all the way through 
the above named valley, and tollgates were in 
former times numerous there. They were only 
swung open to let beasts through when the rate 
required was paid. There were no side roads, 
and the use of the post road was compulsory. 
The mountains rise high on either side, and to 
get to Albany any other way travelers had to 
take the east side of the Hudson. 

At Sloatsburg, a.little hamlet on the western 
border of the county, opposite the villave tavern, 
isa large, square stone post, set firmly in the 
ground. On this post is hung a stout gate made 
of boards that most effectively bars the way. 
Near this post, nuiled securely to a tree,is a 
weather-beaten sign, bearing in curious letters 
this inscription: 

RATES OF TOLL. 


For 10 miles and 80, in provortion for any greater or less 
distance. 


Every score of horses, cattle, or mules 

Every score of sheep or hogs 

And soin proportion for any greater or less num- 
ber of either. 

Every horse or mule and rider, or if led..............6 

Every sulky, chair, or chaise, with one horse.......18 

Every cart drawn by one horse or mule....,....... 9

—~Any person evading toll is Mable to the amount of

There is a little red house close to the gate, 
and in this lives the man who takes the toll. He 
receives the sum of $30 a year and his house rent 
for his services. His wife attends to the gate 
and he works out by the day or week. This is 
now the only gate remaining in the Ramapo 
Valley, and can coilect for the use of the road 
for tive miles on either side. The people of 
Sloatsburg and vicinity have endeavored to have 
the gate removed but without success. The 
gate is thrown open at 9 o’clock and remains so 
all night until the man or his wife gets up in the 
morning. The gate used to hang on a wooden 
post, but it was removed several times at night 
and carried away.,soit was found necessary to 
make it more secure by setting up a stone post. 
The receipts of this gate are now on an average 
less than $3 a day, but hefore the Erie Railway 
was built all traffic passed over the post road 
and a great deal of money was takenin at tho 
gate.

DELAWARE AND HUDSON CANAL, 





THE COMPANY MAKES AN AFFIDAVIT THAT 
IT IS NOT PAYING EXPENSES, 

Kinaston, N. Y., Nov. 10.—The docks 
and other property of the Delaware and Hud- 
son Canal Company in this city having been 
assessed on a valuation of $750,000, the company 
has appealed from the assessment, and the afli- 
davit it presents as the ground upon Which it 
asks for a reduction of taxation has caused 
great surprise all along the line of the canal. 
The Delaware and Hudson Canal extends from 
Honesdale, Penn., to tide water at this city, 
a distance of 108 miles. From 1829 until the 
company obtained control of the Albany and Sus- 


quehanna Railroad system and the use of the 
Erie Road, about 12 years ago, the canal was the 
only outlet to market for the company’s coal. 
By it was attained the great wealth and position 
which enabled the company to secure the Al- 
bany and Susquehanna system, and its stock 

revious to that was an investment security en- 
irely and was held at above 200 per cent. It has 
always been understood and believed that it was 
the canal alone that saved the company from 
age tf when the complications following 
the railroad acquisition arose and the stock 
of the company fell below 40 cents. That 
the canal was to-day the most profita- 
ble of the company’s possessions no 
one living along the line and having knowledge 
of its workings for a moment doubted. The 
public was not prepared, therefore, for an affi- 
davit from the company declaring that the 
canal was notonly not profitable, but that it 
was an actual drain upon the company’s treas- 
ury. The affidavit declares that while on the 
books of the company the value of the canal is 
carried as being $6,839,210 48, the fact is that if 
it had to be given in payment of a debt it would 
be appraised ata sum far below that amount. 
The further declaration is made thatif a rail- 
road were built on the bed of the canal coal 
could be transported to tide-water for 54 centsa 
ton, whereas boatmen are paid much more per 
ton for carrying the coal. The rate paid boat- 
men this year is 65 cents a ton. The affidavit 
says that ‘the canal is a burden to the com- 
pany and does not pay running expenses.” The 
affidavit is not only a surprise but a source of 
much wonderment to people along the canal, as 
they cannot understand how it was possible for 
the company to have grown rich out of the canal 
during the years when it was carrying no more 
coal on it than itis now, and was paying tfrom 
25 to 50 cents more to boatmen for every{ ton 
carried, while now the same canal is a burden 
and an expense. 





A RUINED VILLAGE SOLD. 

The Metropolitan National Bank has 
just become the owner, by Sheriff's sale, of the 
Wortendyke (N. J.) Manufacturing Company’s 
property, including mills, tenements, vacant 
lots, &e. More than 100 neat and pretty cot- 
tages occupied by operatives in the great silk 
mills of this company formed a community that 
was theenvy of itsneighbors. Up to August, 
1883, there was not the slightest sign of deca- 
dence anywhere. he hands had good wages, 
and they had their own Summer and Winter 
pavilion, and a brass band. The fall of this great 
Wortendyke industry makes a sad picture. The 
mili buildings are of brick, covering thousands 
of square feet of surface, and _ having 
every convenience, including a Post Of- 
fice. Each morning, before the  fail- 
ure, a rocession of country Wagons 
brought to the mill hundreds of farmers’ daugh- 
ters within a radius of 10 miles. At the close of 
the day’s toil the wagons would reappear to con- 
vey them home. More than 2,000 persons de- 
pended for their daily bread upon their work in 
tbe mills. In August, 1883, the property passed 
into the hands of a Receiver. An inventory 
showed the total liabflities to be $800,000, with 
$318,000 assets. Destitution rapidly overtook 
the villagers, and hundreds of the operatives 
left the place. Many of the cottages are going 
to ruin, and Wortrendyke is rapidly assuming 
the appenrance o; a deseried village. The Met-

A YOUNG WIRE'S SUICIDE 


WEARY OF LIFE, SHE SHOOTS 
HERSELF TO DEATH. 


FINDING TOO LATE THAT HER MARRIAGE 


WAS A MISTAKM AND HER SURROUND- 
INGS UNCONGENIAL. 

When Edward L. Francke returned from 
Europe late in June, and a few aays afterwara 
took to his home a young bride, his friends 
called him a very lucky man. He agreed with 
them, for he said that the girl he had married 
was not only beautiful, as every one could see, 
but was heir prospective to afortune. Francke 
was 43 years old, and had been for a year a wid- 
ower, with three children, the eldest a girl of 16. 


Ida Denk, the bride, was barely more than half 


of Francke’s age. She was evidently refined, 
and some of those who met her wondered how 
she had taken up with sucha gruff companion 
as Francke, and how she could adapt herself to 
the inferior surroundings of the cheap restau- 
rant that he kept at No. 68 West-street, where 
he lived. But as she seemed content wonder 
soon ceased, and for a time all went smoothly. 

No one knew when Mrs. Francke discovered 
her mistake, It had been noticed only fora 
month past that she kept outof sight of cus- 
tomers at the restaurant. Yesterday, at noon, 
when the restaurant was full of people, the re- 
port of a pistol was heard froma room in the 
rear. Francke sent his bartender to the room, 
On the floor was lying the young wife. A pistol 
was clutched in ber right hand. Francke ran 
out and returned with a policeman. The two 
men bent over the body, in which life still lin- 
gered, As they lifted it to a lounge the brown 
hair fell back from the temples, disclosing a 
black and red spot where the bullet had entered. 
By the time an ambulance arrived Mrs, Francke 
was dead, 

Francke sat by the body most of the after- 
noon, bewailing his misfortune and trying to 
account for the act. few friends were ad- 
mitted to see him. Others were warned off by 
the bartender, who said be was “ very cross and 
ugly this afternoon.’ Deputy Coroner Herold 
found him pretty well reconciled by 4 o'clock, 
when he called to inquire into the motive and 
circumstances of the shooting. 

According to Francke’s story, the girl had left 
home more than a year ago. Her tather held 
the position of Inspector of Mines of Bavaria 
and was a man of independent fortune as well 
as of high political standing. Her stepmother 
was a Baroness. Ida and the Baroness did not 
get along well together, and Ida was too sensi- 
tive and hiehespirited to remain at home. She 
abandoned the comfort and affluence of Boden- 
mais to try her fortunes in this country. On 
her arrival she obtained a place as gov- 
erness in an up-town family, She knew little 
of English, but was a scholar in French and 
German, and was an accomplished pianist. 
While under engagement as governess she met 
Francke. He paid her devoted suit. In 
a few months, some adjustment of home affairs 
having been reached, she went back to her 
mountain home at Bodenmais. Francke fol- 
lowed and won her, They returned onthe Eider 
on June 25. Three days later they were married 
at the home of Francke’s mother, Port Rich- 
mond, Staten Island. 3 

City life as seen at the West-street restaurant 
soon lost its attractions for her, Francke said. 
In the Summer time, when they went on picnics 
together; she would leave the company and 
wander off alone for hours in the woods. She 
often went to Staten Island, not to visit any 
one, but to get as far as possible away from a 
settlement and roam in the wilds. He found 
her several times on the roof of his house gazing 
wistfully at the distant hills. 

The young wife found nothing she could en- 
joy in common with Francke’s children, They 
had been raised amid West-street surroundings 
and liked them, and they had no sympathy with 
her dislike of such things. They did not put 
themselves out to make life pleasant for her. 
Tio give her mind occupation she went into the 
restaurant kitchen and soiled her white hands 
with the cook’s work, It was not well done, and 
Francke said he had no time to fool with ap- 
prentices; all he wanted her to do was to enjoy 
herself and let his business alone. Nooneseemed 
to want her. She was too proud to go with her 
troubles to the few friends she had made here, 
assuming that if she could not get companions 
or sympathy at home she could expect neither 
outside. 

About three weeks ago Francke caught his 
wife in one of the upper rooms loading his pis- 
tol. She said she was tired of life. He took the 
pistol away. In afew days she had another pis- 
tol. He found her with it and took it from her, 
Not long afterward on going to the sitting room 
back of the restaurant be saw a safe, of which 
he alone knew the combination, open. She said 
she had opened it to find the pistol; that she had 
often opened her father's safe by studying out 
the combination, and could open any safe. On 
Monday. Francke said, she went to him and 
asked him to forgive ber for acting as she had. 

*] cannot do it,”’ he replied. ‘*Il cannot stand 
this much longer.” 

“Then let us separate,” she said, “and be 
divorced.” 

“That is something to talk to a 
about,”’ was his answer. 

Mrs. Francke did not rise until 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. Francke was at the bar of the 
restaurant when she went out at 10:30. She 
stopped and asked him if he would send her 
clothing to an address that she would mail him. 
fle said that he would and kept on about his 
business. He did not see her come back, but as 
soon as be heard a pistol in the back room he 
suspected wbatit meant. It was a new pistol 
that she bad bought in the morning. 

* How that woman loved me!” Francke ex- 
claimed, sitting beside the body pomeeenr. “She 
followed me everywhere, and when she couldn’t 
follow me she would look over the transom at 
me at work or through the cracks of the win- 
dows. I loved her, too; and now that I am get- 
ting alone in years, thisthing is very bad for 
me. The trouble with her was that she aspired 
toahigher life than shecould get here. She 
used to talk to my daughter about Spiritualism 
and such things. I think she must have been in- 
sane. She was not at all like my other wife—ah, 
what a wife that was!”

BAPTISTS IN CONFERENCE. 


—__-_-_+.—-—— 
DISCUSSING THE INDIAN QUESTION, MOR- 
MONISM, AND SOCIALISM. 

The Baptist Autumnal Conference for 
the discussion of current questions began its 
annual meeting yesterday in the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, on West Fifty-seventh-street. The 
Rev. Dr. Thomas Armitage, President, presided, 
and among the members present were the Rev. 
W. V. Garner, of Bridgeport, Conn.; Prof. Nor- 
man Fox, the Rey. Dr. R. 8. MacArthur, the 
Rey. Drs. Mills and Bainbridge, of Prov- 
idence, R. I1.; the Rev. Dr. Edward 
Bright, Prof. Francis Wayland, of New- 
Haven, and the Rev. Dr. H. L. Wayland, of 
Philadelphia; the Rev.:T. A. K. Gessler, of 
Brooklyn; H.H. Lamport and D. J. Hill, of 
Lewisburg, Penn, The Rev. Dr. H. L, Wer. 
land read a paper on the ‘Indian Question,” in 
which he asserted that the Indian is susceptible 
of civilization, education, and Christianization. 
The Indian reservation, he thought, should 
be abolished, and the Indian should 
have his property in severity, The 
tribal relations should be abolished, he pa- 
per was discussed by several members, and was 
followed by a paper on the “Mormon Ques- 
tion” by the Rev. I. A. K. Gessler. The means 
suggested for the suppression of Mormonism 
were the vizorous enforcement of existing 
laws, exclusion of Mormons from the privilege 
of settlement on public lands, an amendment 
to the Edmunds law inflicting heavier penalties, 
and earnest and persistent public agitation of 
the question. This paper was also discussed at 
some length. 

At the evening session President Hill, of the 
Lewisburg University, read a paper on “ Social- 
ism.” He pointed out the difference between 
true socialisin, which has for its object the im- 
provement of the condition of the laboring peo- 
ple, and false cocialism, of which Russian nilil- 
ism is a type,and of which revolution is the 
chief aim. The mere transition to socialism, he 
said, would destroy the value of all market- 
able property, so that the new socialistic com- 
munity would find itself bankrupt at the start. 
As to the socialistic cry for the division of prop- 
erty, if was only another form of the bandit 
warning, “Stand and deliver.” Drs. Evarts, 
Wayland, MacArthur, and others took part in 
the discussion that followed.

The sermon was delivered by Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, who, calling attention to the almost uni- 
versal grief because of the death of Cardinal 
McCloskey and to the general respect shown to 
his memory, said that if the cause forthis mar- 
velous unanimity of opinion be sought it was 
suggested in the dead Cardinal’s long and singu- 
larly eventful career, “It was his privilege to 
grow up with Catholicity in this diocese,” said 
the Archbishop, ‘‘and to be spared to witness, 
both in the church and in the land of his birth, 
a@ progress and development unparalleled in his- 
tory.’ The character of the Cardinal possessed 
many traits worthy of special mention, the 
Archbishop continued.

Another marked trait was his 
great consideration tor others. Lastly, as a key- 
note to his character was his constant fidelity to 
duty.

REPORTS OF THE FIRST ASSISTANT POSTMAS-* 


TER-GENERAL AND SUPERINTENDENT 


OF THE RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10. — First Adsistant 
Postmaster-General A. E. Stevenson has sub- 
mitted to the Postmaaster-General his annual 
report upon the operations of his bureau for 
the fiscal year ended June 30. It appears that 
the number of Post Offices established'during the 
year was 2,121 and the number discontinued 
886, making the whole number of Post Offices at 
the end of the fiscal year 51,252, a net inerease 
of 1,235 during the year. The number ot offices 


subject to appointments by the President (Presi- 
dential grade) was 2,233, and the number subject 
to appointment by the Postmaster-General 
(fourth class) was 49,019, The whole number of 
appointments during the year was 11,203, made 
up as follows: On resignations and commissions 
expired, 6,204; removais and suspensions, 810; 
change of names and sites, 207; deaths of Posts 
masters, 412; establishment of new Offices, 2,2:71. 
The number of changes in Postmasters was leas 
than the preceding year, and the large decrease 
in the number of cases acted upon during the 


quer as compared with the preceding year was 
ue, says Gen. Stevenson, to the fact that very 
few changes were made in those offices during 
the Winter months, . 

Under the head of the free delivery system 
the report states that the number of free de- 
livery offices at the close of the year was 178, an 
increase of 19, andthe number of carriers 4,358, 
an increase of 468. The entire cost of the service 
was $3,985,952, leaving an unexpended bulance 
of $79,047. The service has now been extended 
to nearly all cities having a population of 20,000 
inhabitants or returning $20,000 gross receipts 
per annum, and its further extension must, 
under the law, await the growth of cities to the 
requirements above noted, or the qualifications 
must be lowered by legislation. e First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General says that in view of 
the success of this system, in his judgement, it 
warrants the recommendation that authority be 
conferred by legislation for its extension to 
places of 10,000 inhabitants having a gross 
revenue of $10,000. The report briefly states the 
advantages that have resulted from the con- 
solidation of large free delivery offices, and 
recommends that tho same poliey be applied to 
non-free delivery offices, so as to give them the 
benefits of free delivery. It is believed that this 
consolidation would reduce the labor of examin- 
ing accounst + A cutting down the number of 
separate Post Offices, aud result in greater har- 
mony in the service. 

Under the head of salary and allowance it is 
stated that the total amount allowed for clerk 
hire in Post Offices was $4,924,569; for rent, fuel, 
and light of Post Offices, $463,039; for salaries of 
Postmasters (2,485) adjusted during the year, 
$3,701,600; for salaries of Presidential Postmas- 
ters, $3,630,600. As a result of the annual ad- 
se 7 of salaries 14 offices were added to the 

residential list and 184 offices were relegated to 
the fourth class. The grand total of gross re- 
ceipts at Presidential offites for the four 
quarters ended March 81, 1885, amounted to 
$31,792,220, and the aggregate’salaries of the Post- 
masters will absorb 11.42 per cent. of the reve- 
nues, The postal receipts, says Gen. Stevenson, 
forming the basis of the salaries of Presidential 
Postmasters, fluctuate with the favorable or un- 
favorable condition of the business of the coun- 
try. Atthe present time reports [show that the 
country is entering upon an era of prosperity 
and plenty, and therefore not less than $3,800,000 
will be required to pay the salaries of Presiden- 
tial Postmasters during the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1887. The amount of compensation for 
clerk hire required during the same period is 
estimated at $5,150,000, making the total esti- 
mates for this branch of the service, including 
allowances for fuel, rent, furniture, and miscel- 
laneous items, $9,587,000, 

The First Assistant Postmaster-General in con- 
clusion caus attention to the failure of Congress 
to provide for the payment by the Government 
of rent of third class Post Offices. He renews 
the recommendation that provision be made for 
tne payment of rent for offices of that class, and 
for the payment of expenses for fuel, light, 
stationery, and miscellaneous items for these 
offices. It is also recommended that Jan. 1, 1887, 
be fixed as uw limit for the —— of ap- 
plications for readjustment of salaries under the 
act of March 8, 1883. 

From the annual report of General Superin- 
tendent Jameson, of the Railway Mail Service, 
it appears that the mileage increase during the 
past year was only 4,007 miles, The increase in 
the number of pieces of mail matter handled, 
exclusive of registered matter, was 428,397,500, 
In a total distribution of 4,048,059,400 pieces the 
numter of errors chargeable to the clerks of 
the Railway Mail Service was only 887,704, or one 
error to each 5,574 pieces handled, being at the 
rate of 224 errors per clerk per annum. The 
average percentage of mail correctly distrib. 
uted was $9.98. This is the highest fate attained 
since the establishment of the service. The Gen- 
eral Superintendent recommends that Congress 
be asked to empower the Postmaster-General to 
pay to the widow or minor children of any clerk 
killed while on duty, an amount equal to one 
year’s salary of the grade to which the deceased 
clerk belonged at the time of his death. The 
estimate for special facilities (fast mails) on 
trunk lines for the ensuing year is the same in 
amount as the sum set apart for that purpose 
for the current fiscal year, namely, $251,725. 'The 
amount of the estimate for railway postal cars 
is $1,888,577, which is an increase of 7 per cent. 
over the amount appropriated for the current 
fiscal year for roads other than those that are 
subsidized. The sum of $4,877,060 is asked for 
the pay of railway postal clerks. ‘his is an 
increase of 6 per cent. over the amount of the 
existing appropriation. The Superintendent 
strongly advocates the extension of the benefits 
of the civil service law to the clerical force of 
the Railway Mail Service.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE INDIANS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The President 
gave an audience to-day to the committee ap- 
pointed at the recent conference at Lake Mo- 
honk, New-York, to present to him the result of 
their deliberations on the Indian question. Gen. 
Fisk headed the delegation and presented the 
members to the President. The Hon. Erastus 
Brooks, of New-York, read an address embody- 
ing the views of the conference as to the best 
method of improving the condition of the In- 
dians. Remarks were also made by the ?Rev. 
Lyman Abbott, Mr. M. E. Gates, and Gen. Fisk, 


each of whom advocated the abolition of the 
present system of Indian reservations and 
favored the adoption of a policy in regard to 
them similar to that s0 successfully employed 
in the case of the colored population. ‘lhe Pres- 
ident listened attentively to the speakers and 
assured them of the deep interest he had in the 
Indian question, He reviewed briefly the many 
difficulties encountered in dealing with the 
question, which he acknowledged was a most 
important one, and said that the great trouble 
to his mind was as to the first practical step to 
be taken in improving the condition of the 
Indian. “Shall we give them more schools and 
churches and agricultural implements for use 
on their reservations, or shall we deed them 
lands in severalty and leave them to their own 
resources? One trouble he found was to get 
rid of the influences of the ola chiefs. Then 
again, if we leave the Indians to themselves and 
one becomes hungry, a loud cry goes up 
all over the couutry that we ure starv- 
ing the Indians. How are we to get the 
Indians to mingle with the whites? We 
certainly can’t drive them off their reserva- 
tions? Is it better to keep them underftutelage 
where they are, or could their civilization be 
better accomplished in some other way? The 
question is surrounded with difficulties,” con- 
tinued the President, “and the most important 
consideration to my mind at present is, What 
is the most useful thing to be done now ?” Hoe 
said that while it might not be well for the cause 
to disturb the Indians in their present homes, he 
believed that the reservations would ultimately 
be given to them in severalty and the Indians 
thrown on their own resources. The President 
reminded the committee that the cause which 
they advocated would require years to consum- 
mate, but intimated that he hoped to be able to 
make a beginning in the right direction during 
the remaining years of his Administration. The 
delegation subsequently had 4 long iaoterview 
Wie ROGHERTE Lamar at the Interior Depart- 
ment.

It is very desirable that the appoint- 
ment of a Weigher in place of GEorGE H. 
STERLING, suspended, shall be decided as 
s00n as practicable. The course which it 
jhas taken since the examination was or- 
dered, however well intended, has attract- 
ed much attention. The results of the 
examination have been made known, 
whether properly or not; the list of 
names on the eligible list, with the 
standing of each, has been sent to 
Washington,.and the “ certification of 
those found competent must be such 
as the commission shall provide for.” Mr. 
McLavGuLy, of Brooklyn, has announced 
that all this is a formality to determine 
whether his man STERLING is fit for the 
place, and his ‘‘heelers” are announcing 
beforehand that if STERLING is not rein- 
stated there will be ‘“‘a circus.” The 
whole matter is a very simple one, and 
can readily be settled by those having 
control of it in a way to put a stop to the 
scandal which the politicians are making 
aboutit. If this is to be done, the sooner 
it is done the better. 


The canvass for the offices of the two 
branches of the Legislature next Winter 
has already begun. There are two or 
three aspiring gentlemen who wish to 
displace Mr. Vrooman from the Clerk- 
ship of the Senate, but if faithful service 
is regarded he will be re-elected again. 
Mr, CHICKERING, the efficient Clerk of the 
Assembly, seems likely to meet with 
little opposition. Mr. Erwin, who is al- 
ready working for the Speakership 
of the Assembly, ought by ail means 
to be defeated. The bad record of 
the last session was in no small meas- 
ure due to his manner of making up the 
committees, Gen. CurTIs, Gen. HUSTED, 
and Mr. Kruse are likely to be candi- 
dates, and any one of them would make 
a better Speaker than Erwin. For Presi- 
ident of the Senate Mr. PiTTs is a promis- 
‘ing candidate. His record in the Sen- 
late in 1882-3 was a good one, and he could 
ibe relied upon to make . up-the ' commit- 
'tees in the interest of good legislation, and 
‘to put at the head of the Cities Com- 
‘mittee a better man than JaKE WORTH, 
‘who aspires to that place. The record 

the coming session will depend largely 
the composition of the.committees, 














and that will depend on the judgment 
and fairness of the presiding officers. 








The Senate investigating committee 
struck a nugget yesterday in the County 
Clerk’s office. Mr. Kesnan testified be- 
fore the Roosevelt committee that the ex- 
penses of the office for the year preceding 
amounted to $37,825. These were paid 
out of the fees and the remainder of the in- 
come was pocketed by himself as his per- 
sonal emoluments, After the present year 


the fees are to be turned into the City 
Treasury and the expenses paid therefrom, 
the Clerk receiving asalary of $15,000. The 
estimates for next year’ for expenses, 


made up when Mr, Kernan expected to 
be re-elected, amount to $90,600 besides 
the salary. How did the County Clerk 
expect to use up this sum, which is near- 
ly three times what he said the expenses 
were when paid out of his own receipts? 
Even now, according to the testimony of 
his Deputy, the County Clerk does abso- 
lutely nothing, and many more men are 
employed in the office than are necessary. 
Mr. FLACK promises to devote all his time 
to the duties of the office and to introduce 
business methods. He should insist upon 
having the estimates revised down to a busi- 
ness basis. The committee seems likely to 
find plenty todo yet, and it may be sug- 
gested that they have not yet got to the 
bottom of the causes for the failure to en- 
force the excise law in this city. 








Col. RoBert G. INGERSOLL will talk to 
an audience in the Academy of Music 
next Sunday evening about ‘‘ Myths and 
Miracles.” He should include in his list of 
myths one relating to an imaginary per- 
son known in the records of the United 
States Land Office in New-Mexico as 
MiGvuEL AprytTia. The Colonel ought 
to take a lively interest in the Abeytia 
myth, for ,the official reports of 
the Land Office show that his cost- 
Iy country house stands upon a quar- 
ter section of public land that was 
acquired by the mythical Migurn and 
transferred by him to one 8. W. Dorsey. 
A careful study of the facts about this 
imaginary settler, as set forth in a report 
upon ‘‘the fraudulent acquisition of titles 
to lands in New-Mexico,” published some 
months ago by Congress, might provide 
the eloquent infidel with some new and 
striking ilustrations of the force of im- 
agination. 











The New-Orleans Exposition that opened 
yesterday is a novelty in the history of 
great fairs. One could understand that 
if the exhibition of last year had been 
signally successful, its promoters should 
have been anxious to repeat the success. 
But it was not signally successful, nor, 
from a commercial point of view, success- 
ful at all. The people of New-Orleans 
may have indirectly derived benefits from 
it which compensated the direct loss, 
especially as the direct loss did not fall 
upon them. But in any case the opening 
of the new exhibition is a gratifying proof 
of the spirit of enterprise that has been 
awakened in New-Orleans and through- 
out the whole South. 











Milk dealers in New-York,as well as 
those in Philadelphia, use boracic acid as 
a preservative. Dr. Epson reports to the 
Board of Health that the acid was first 
used in this way here two years ago, and 
adds the important information that milk 
containing the acid tends to cause Bright’s 
disease. Milk ‘‘ preserved” by this dan- 
gerous aduliterant has been seized by the 
board’s inspectors and thrown away. But 
why have not the public poisoners who 
use this acid been punished? Every man 
who deliberately sells or offers for sale 
milk containing this poison should be 
prosecuted, final, and imprisoned under 
the law. 








THE POPE’S.ENCYCLICAL. 


In no country.on earth will the Pope’s 
encyclical of Nov. 1, entitled, De Civi- 
tatum Gubernatione Christiana, be read 
with more profound attention than in the 
United States of America. There is no 
other country to which its precepts so 
expressly apply, no other whose con- 
ditions and promise, from the Romish 
point of view, could have been so 
constantly and vividly present to the 
mind of the Pope as he shaped the preg- 
nant sentences of this letter of guidance 
for the prelates of the church. It tran- 
scends in importance all previous utter- 
ances of Lro XIII, and in the vital in- 
terest it possesses for citizens of this Re- 
public it surpasses by far the decree & 1870 
affirming the dogma of Papal infallibility. 

We are indebted to a dispatch from 
Rome published in the Herald of yester- 
day for that portion of this encyclical 
which has a special bearing upon the affairs 
of the United States. The letter has been 
most carefully written. According to 
the Herald’s Rome correspondent ‘ the 
Pope during the past eighteen months 
has amended and rewritten the entire en- 
cyclical no less than twenty-one times.” 
It is not impossible that\he somewhat 
rapid march of  politico-ecclesiastical 
events in this country may have suggested 
radical amendments to the pontifical 
mind. Wesubjoin an extract from the 
telegraphed translation of the encyclical: 

“We thus proclaim freely and openly the 
truth, not with any ulterior desien of profit 
from the actual political situation, but because 
we wisn to see public affairs follow less perilous 
channels and repose on a more solid basis. 

“The church is in perfect harmony with all 
modern progress, and leaves intact the legiti- 
mate liberty of the people, Every Catholic 
should rigidly adhere to the teachings of the 
Roman pontiffs, especially in the matter of mod- 
ern liberty, which already, under the semblance 
of honesty of purpose, leads to error and 
destruction. 

“We exhort all Catholics who would devote 
careful attention to public matters to take an 
active part in all municipal affairs and elections, 
and to further the principles of the church in all 
public services, meetings, and gatherings. All 
Catholics must make themselves felt as active 
elements in daily political life in the countries 


where they live. They must penetrate 
wherever possible in the administration 
of civil affairs; must constantly  ex- 


ert the utmost vigilance and energy to 
prevent the usages of liberty from going be- 
yond the limits fixed by God’s law. Ali Cath- 
olics should do allintheir power to cause the 
Constitutions of States and legislation to be 
modeled inthe principles of the true church, 
All Catholic writers and journalists should never 
lose for an instant from view the above pre- 

should redouble their 
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heart, soul, body, and mind in the defense of tha 
church and Christian wisdom.” 

In lieu of expository comments of our 
own upon this most significant Papal utter- 
ance, we will reproduce from the current 
number of the Catholic Review a few sen- 


tences which express the satisfaction of 
that journal with the results of the recent 
election in this State. The standing of 
the Catholic Review, which is published

ble for Sunday Reading in Catholic Fami- 
lies; Commended by the Bishop of Brook- 
lyn; His Eminence Cardin al MCCLOSKEY, 
Archbishop of New-York; His Eminence 
Cardinal CuLLen, Archbishop of Dublin, 


and many other Prelates.” Upon the 
election of Gov. Hitu, the editor of the 
Review has this to say: 

“The manly and statesmanlike message of Gov. 
Hit last January demonstrated that he was 
not a man to be ‘embarrassed’ by a demand 
for the constitutional rights of even a minority. 
That message compelled his renomination and 
secured his election. Last Tuesday he was re- 
turned at the head of the poll by tenfold the 
plurality that raised his ‘embarrassed’ prede- 
cessor to a post of ambition which he was will- 
ing to purchase by delaying a justice guaranteed 
by our supreme Constitution. The election of 
last Tuesday, with all its attendant circum- 
stances, made the lessons of 1884 so clear that the 
Catholic Review need not dwell on them. What 
the ‘independent vote’ was, and who cast it in 
both years, will not be forgotten during this gen- 
eration.” 

The italics are our own. That sentence 
is a plain intimation of the church policy 
which last year and this year directed the 
Roman Catholic vote to the attainment of 
the object pointed out in the encyclical of 
Lro XIIL, where he exhorts all Catholics 
to ‘‘do all in their power to cause the Con- 
stitutions of States and legislation to be 
modeled in the principles of the true 
church.” The prelates of Rome in this 
country have not waited for the Pope to 
give the sign and indicate the goal. They 
are already well on the way. 

Here is a note of warning to the Demo- 
cratic Party which will not fail to be read 
understandingly by its statesmen: 

*“*An absolutely fatal mistake will be made by 
Democratic leaders if they think that the Demo- 
crats of New-York who broke away last year 
from the bigots of their party have returned to 
their old-time slavery and quiescence. They de- 
parted intelligently; they returned intelli- 
gently, and intelligently they will remain, de- 
part, and return, according as they find it neces- 
sary to reward justice or punish bigotry and op- 
pression.” 

Finally, the following paragraph, in 
which the editor of the Review pretty 
openly declares the policy and principles 
of the political church militant in Amer- 
ica, will be read with interest by all aspir- 
ants for the honors of a place among the 
State’s lawmakers: 

“We observe that a number of men who 
‘failed to come to time’ on the Freedom of Wor- 
ship bills, or who opposed them, have disap- 
peared from public life. Candidate Attorney- 
General THOMAS, Senator DAGGETT, Labor Ad- 
vocate Hoowey, Brooklyn Representative 
Lewis A. MEYERS, have joined Gov. CORNELL 
and ERASTUS BROOKS in that bourne whence 
no politician returns, ‘We have a little list 
Of some who'll not be missed,’ and so forth.” 

Gov. HILL, in his message of Jan. 6, 
discoursed at length upon the justice and 
necessity of a bill to allow the rites and 
ceremonies of the Roman Catholic Church 
to be celebrated in penal institutions, and 
promised to sign such a measure if passed 
by the Legislature. The Freedom of 
Worship bill, which was immediately in- 
troduced in the Legislature, failed to 
reach the Governor. Senator THOMAs, 
Senator DAGGETT, and the Assemblymen 
mentioned in the Catholic Review, op- 
posed it or failed to give it their support. 

There can be no doubt that the Roman 
Catholics in this Republic, as Roman 
Catholics, will be alert and active to carry 
out to the letter the command of the 
head of the church, ‘‘to penetrate wher- 
ever possible in the administration of civil 
affairs.” We shall note with interest the 
effect of this remarkable encyclical upon 
the American secular and religious press. 
We trust that it will be discussed every- 
where without bigotry toward the Roman 
Catholic religion, and in no spirit of intol- 
erance toward Roman Catholics. It is 
purely in its civil aspects that it is im- 
portant and interesting to non-Catholic 
Americans. 











KICK THE RASCALS OUT. 


It seems to be the general conclusion 
that the Republican county ticket was 
sold out at the recent election by some of 
the local Jeaders for money. There are 
many reasons for believing this conclusion 
to be well grounded. Nothing in the 
character of the men makes it improbable, 
and there is much in their past conduct to 
support it. There is nothing in the re- 
sult of the voting to indicate that a 
deal was carried out in which the consid- 
eration on both sides consisted of ofiices. 
There was simply adelivery of some thou- 
sands of votes, which in some districts 
went to the County Democracy candi- 
dates and in others to those of Tammany, 
and the net result of which was the de- 
feat of the Republican ticket and the 
election of the Tammany ticket. The 
hucksters did not seem to care very much 
who was elected or defeated. They sim- 
ply pocketed the cash and busied them- 
selves with delivering the votes contracted 
for. 

The explanation of this course of the 
local leaders is not difficult. They had for 
years been in the business of politics for 
what they could make outof it. It will be 
remembered that most of them have either 
not held office or have had positions with 
moderate stipends. JOHN J. O’BRIEN has 
been Chief of the Bureau of Elections, 
valuable for other advantages than the 
salary; MrkE CREGAN has been the clerk 
of a Civil District Court, while most 
of the district leaders have had no office. 
Notwithstanding this they have con- 
trolled many votes by their supposed 
power to secure political favors, by the 
use of money disbursed in grog shops, 
and by their opportunities to manipulate 
ballots distributed at the polling places, 
They have been intrusted with funds 
raised by assessments on office holders, 
and by the contributions of those inter- 
ested in the success of the party. Nom- 
inally they were supposed to use these 
funds in their districts for the expense of 
manning the polls and getting out the 
vote. Really they were presumed to se- 
cure many votes by direct purchase. 
Owing to the dubious character of much 
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of their work and to other circumstances 


that would not bear the light, they were 
not required to account forthe funds in- 
trusted to them, 


Year after year these men have handled 
money contributed for election expenses 


and for the success ef the Republican 


Party, and year after year they have been 
growing rich in the business, How much 
of the money has remained in their own 
pockets cannot be told. There is a story 


of a big contribution made last year for a 


special fund and intrusted to one of the 
most conspicuous of these leaders, for 
which there was nothing to show and of 
which no account could be obtained. The 


contributor refused to be bled this year 
because he believed he had been robbed 
and that the money was never used for 
the purpose intended. This year the party 
revenues for various reasons ran low. The 
district leaders were cut off from their 
customary supplies, They did not hesi- 


tate to take what they could get from 
the committees and put itin their pockets, 
but they found a new source of profit in 
selling out the local ticket. They took 
money from the Democratic managers as 
the price of treachery to their own party. 
Of this there can be no doubt. It is plain 
that they can no longer be trusted either 
with the interests of the party which 
they have pretended to serve or with the 
funds contributed by those who are 
anxious for the success of the party. Men 
desirous of helping to*defray the neces- 
sary expenses of the party organization 
can no longer be expected to make contri- 
butions if they are to be handled by these 
rascals. The sources of supply are pretty 
sure to dry up unless the management of 
the party in the districts is placed in hon- 
est hands, 

The time is at hand when there is to be 
a new enrollment of the Republican voters 
of the city, to be followed by a new 
election of District Committees and of 
delegates to the County Committee. All 
decent men in the organization should use 
this opportunity for a supreme effort to 
get rid. of the men who have disgraced 
the party in the past by deals with Tam- 
many, have misappropriated its funds year 
after year, and finally treacherously sold 
it out for “spot cash.” They should be 
driven out of the organization which 
they have betrayed, and, unless they are, 
it might as well abandon all pretense of 
appealing for support to the honest and 
self-respecting people of the city.

THE CASE OF MR. SMART. 

It is extremely annoying to an ex- 
perienced politician to sell out his party 
and not get his pay. It is equally annoy- 
ing to experienced politicians to buy the 
treachery of another with promise of 
place and not be able to keep their 
promise. These are statements which 
may be verified by Mr. James S. SMART, 
late Collector of Internal Revenue, of 
Troy, N. Y., party of the first part, and 
certain gentlemen of the Democratic per- 
suasion in the same place, parties of the 
second part. 

When Mr. Smart volunteered to take 
charge of the interests of the Republican 
ticket in his neighborhood, and the State 
Committee was assured that Rensselaer 
County was good for 1,000 majority for 
DAVENPORT, it was felt that he was incur- 
ring some risk of removal from office for 
offensive partisanship. But when Mr. 
Smart, after making his reports to the 
Democratic State Committee at the Hoff- 
man House in this city, so managed things 
that the county gave a majority of 1,087 
to Mr. Hitt, the Collector no doubt 
felt that he, at least, was in no danger. 
And now, when Mr. CLEVELAND, within a 
week from the election, has removed Mr. 
SMART and appointed Mr. SAMUEL J. TIL- 
DEN, Jr., in his place, the feelings of the 
treacherous trader and of those with 
whom he traded can be better imagined 
than described. 

The feeling of all decent men in both 
parties will be that the ex-Collector got 
his deserts and that the present President 
of the United States is above sanctioning 
or carrying out ‘‘ deals” that not very long 
ago could have been completed with safety 
and dispatch. 








TENANTS AND SEWER GAS. 

Some time ago several families living 
in an up-town apartment house near 
Fifth-avenue came to the conclusion that 
there was sewer gas in the house and 
that they had been poisoned by it. They 
vacated their apartments, and their land- 
lord sued them for rent for the re- 
mainder of their terms, which they had 
refused to pay. It appears that they es- 
tablished to the satisfaction of the court 
the fact that sewer gas was present in the 
house, and the case was decided in their 
favor by Justice MONELL on ‘the ground 
that the landlord was responsible for the 
sanitary condition of the premises. This 
decision is regarded by some real estate 
agents as unjust, and as one that places 
them at the mercy of their tenants. 

The gases formed in the sewers of this 
city are poisonous. Owing to bad plumb- 
ing they escape into thousands of dwell- 
ings, where they cause sickness and death. 
It is notorious that in thousands of build- 
ings occupied by families in New-York 
the plumbing is execrable. It is especial- 
ly dangerous in many buildings occu- 
pied by the poor, who know very 
little about the origin of zymotic 
diseases and cannot afford to  con- 
tend against their landlords in the 
courts. The Board of Health endeavors, 
through its inspectors, to improve the 
condition of dwellings which bad plumb- 
ing has made dangerous, It is well known 
that the board encounters stubborn and in 
many cases successful opposition on the 
part of landlords while trying to preserve 
the health of tenants and to reduce the 


death rate of the city. 
Who is to be responsible for the plumb- 


ing in an apartment house if not the land- 
lord? How can any one of the many ten- 
ants be fairly held responsible for it and 
be required to make bad plumbing good? 
The landlord completes his building and 
invites persons to occupy it. It is his duty 
to provide for them a dwelling place that 
is habitable. It is his duty to provide 
good plumbing that shall be a trustwor- 
thy barrier between them and the deadly 
gases that are formed in the sewers. 
Sewer gas can be excluded from the rooms 
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of dwellings. Its presence can be detected 
if it enters those rooms. ‘Its effect upon 
occupants is well defined. 

The Board of Health requires the 
plumbing in a new building to be con- 
structed in accordance with its rules. If 
the owner or landlord can show in court 
that he has obeyed these rules, and that 
the work has been carefully done in 
obedience to them, the presumption will 
certainly be in his favor. Unfortunate- 
ly, the board’s rules are not always 


obeyed. The Buddensieks who have 


erected thousands of buildings in this 
city cared nothing for the health and 
lives of those who were to occupy the 
buildings. And if a tenant can show that 


he and the members of his family have 


been forced to breathe poison, and have 
suffered in health for that reason, it 
would be almost as unjust and oppressive 
to compel him to pay rent after his de- 
parture from his tenement as it would be 
to compel him to remain in the tenement 
and die there. 

The efforts of the Board of Health and 
the courts to reduce the death rate in this 
city by enforcing sanitary laws and pro- 
tecting those who suffer from the viola- 
tion of those laws by landlords or other 
persons deserve commendation. They 
will not be denounced by landlords who 
have some regard for the comfort and 
health of their tenants as well as for the 
contents of their own purses. There is no 
danger that the owners of tenements and 
apartment houses will be required to go 
too far in sanitary work. The danger 
always lies on the other side.

THE FIELD MONUMENT, 


The attempt of our esteemed contem- 
porary Cyrus W. FIELD to make it appear 
that Tappan is seething with indignation 
at the destruction of*the monument he 
has erected to commemorate his in- 
timacy ; with Dean Sranuey is im- 
pressive only when it is reported by 
himself. The people of Tappan ap- 
pear to have too much business of their 
own to devote much time to considering 
whether Mr. FigELp’s conduct is truly 
noble, as he insists, or otherwise. The re- 








.spectable people in Tappan are naturally 


averse to having it supposed that they 
either assisted or encouraged the demoli- 
tion by dynamite of CyRus’s monument. 
Apart from that their interest in the 
monument and its projector appears to be 
of the mildest possible character. 

The report in our news columns shows 
that the attempt of Cyrus to work up 
public sentiment in Tappan to the point 
of regarding him as a public benefactor 
is of the same artificial character as his 
memorable attempt to show that put- 
ting the electric wires under ground 
would be inviting a pestilence. ‘He 
*““gave himself away,” not in his own 
columns, but in the columns of the 
Tribune, when he gave the text of 
the resolutions ‘‘to be adopted at the 
meeting to-night,” as if the indignation of 
a community could be cut and dried be- 
forehand like a meeting of the Directory 
of Western Union or a Tammany prima- 
ry. Tappan did not arise spontaneously 
as one man to vindicate the claims of 
Cyrus to its gratitude. It arose, by act- 
ual count, as thirty-four men, ten boys, 
two women, and eleven girls, and the 
speeches were chiefly made and the reso- 
lutions chiefly urged by orators ferried 
over from the eastern shore of the Hudson. 

The resolutions vindicating CyRuUs were 
not passed as they were prepared. It 
must be evident to the embellisher of 
Tappan that, while Tappan is not in favor 


of dynamite, it is not particularly in- 


favor of him. The truth is that Cyrus 
should not diffuse his monuments. He 
should concentrate them into one struct- 
ure that should commemorate all his 
swell acquaintances at once. There are 
other islands in the Bay than that 
which is to bear aloft BartTHoLp1’s 
Liberty, and some of them might be 
bought. If not, artificial islands could be 
constructed in commanding situations. 
Anisland of rip-rap in the Lower Bay 
would be a suitable basis for a brazen 
effigy that would strike the eye of every 
saloon passenger that entered New-York 
Harbor and assure him, if he had a handle 
to his name, that an eager, not 
to say importunate, hospitality await- 
ed him on_ shore. Upon the _ ped- 
estal of this statue could be in- 
scribed the names of all those Britons 
of whose acquaintance our esteemed con- 
temporary is justly proud. The four faces 
of the monument could be severally de- 
voted to (1) Royalty, (2) Lords, spiritual 
and temporal; (3) English statesmen, pre- 
ferred and common; (4) Jay GOULD and 
RUSSELL SaGE, with a table showing the 
rise of Manhattan stock since it was capt- 
ured by the clique of which our esteemed 
contemporary is one of the brightest orna- 
ments. Reared aloft upon this statement 
of his claims to the admiration of 
mankind a statue of Cyrus W. Firip 
would “defy the. crumbling touches 
of time and the misty vaporous- 
ness of oblivion.” The casual Duke 
could then no longer plead ignorance 
when he received an invitation to dinner, 
for knowledge would have been forced 
upon him. No socialist who was not ut- 
terly lost to all the sentiments of human- 
ity and all fear of the harbor police would 
think of doing violence to a tribute so 
sincere and so affecting as this memorial 
wauld constitute. As he contemplated 
it, its projector and subject could say 
with the Roman bard that he had built a 
monument more brassy than brass, and 
he would be relieved from the necessity 
of commemorating his friendships by put- 
ting up memorial stones in unfrequented 
rural regions.

BUTTER, CHEESE, AND EGGS. 

Cuicago, Nov. 10.—The city of Chicago 
covered about 33 square miles, but it was not 
big enough to-day to contain the 500 members 
of the National Butter, Cheese, and Ege Asso- 
ciation, when thelr President, John D. McDon- 
ald, of Philadelphia, told them what enormous 
dimensions the interests they represented had 
attained. Itappears that $500,000,000 would about 
represent the value of the butter, cheese, and 
milk product of the past yeag, and this compared 
with other products shows that it was $.50,- 
000,000 more than the entire oat crop, $419,000,000 
more than the pig iron product, $257,000,000 
more than the iron and steel product, $120,000,000 
more than the cotton crop, and $100,000,000 more 
thun the entire wheat crop of the country. Tne 
amount of money invested in miich cows alone 
in 1884 exceeds the enormous sum of $700,000,000, 
$41,774,701 more than the capital stock of all the 
banking institutions of the country. Prior to 
learning these interestine facts the association 
listened to remarks by Gov. Ogleaby, who 
warmly commended the modest but fruitiul hen 
and joyously sang the praise of the moraliy ob- 
lique but useful cow. It will take another day 
for the association to finish its annual meeting. 











MR. ULLMAN OFFERS A SETTLEMENT. 

Cuicago, Nov. 10.—Mr. Frederick Ull- 
man, representing the dry goods firm of Barber, 
Hartman & Co., which failed for $88,000 Nov. 1, 
to-day met the creditors and offered them 25 
cents on the dollar in secured notes running 


three and six months. Several of the creditors, 
including Lord & Taylor and Cheney Brothers, 
agreed to accept this offer. Flower, ep, 4 & 
Gregory, lawyers, made a proposal to buy 
in allthe claims for 25 centscasb. This offer, 
which was believed to emanate indirectly from 
J. V. Farwell & Co., the principal creditors, was 
not accepted, inasmuch as most of the creditors 
preferred to accept the proposition of Earber, 
Hartman & Co. tothe 25 cents on time, with 
prospects of morein future. A committee was 
appointed to induce the other creditors to ac-

THE ATTEMPT TO GET A RECEIVER FOR & 
LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY. 

HARTFORD, ©onn., Nov. 10.—The heare 
ing in the application for a Receiver for 
the Charter Oak Life Insurance Com- 
pany was continued this morhing. The 
cross-examination of Insurance Commis. 
sioner Williams occupied the whole 
morning. He first gave a list of all the personal 


examinations of real estate of the company 
made by him, with the dateof each, his own 
valuation, and the company’s valuation. The. 
examinations in six or seven States were made 
between Oct. 7 and Oct. 17. The valuations 
put in by the Commissioner on property he 
personally examined and valued in that time 
are only about half those put in in the compa- 
ny’s return. The witness said he had not, in 
making his valuations, consulted any of the 
agents of the company, because he did not 
think they would be disinterested parties. The 
real estate transactions were all gone over be- 
fore the noon recess and a beginning made with 
the mortgage account. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Williams testified 
that he found a shrinkage of $148,000 in the de- 
partment of stocks and bonds. This was made 
up as follows: Deduction on Hartford and 
Connecticut Western bonds, $2,100; Quinnimont 
Coal and [ron Company bonds, $62,000, and stock 
$50,000, and the Central Iron Company bonds, 
$34,000. Of these the stock of the Quinnix 
mont Coal and Iron Company and _ the 
bonds of the Central Iron Company were reck- 
oned by the Commissioners as of no value. The 
inquiry was then directed to the circumstances 
under which Mr, Williams decided to apply 
for a Receiver. He said that he decided 
on it about Sept. 25, basing his decision 
on the report of the company and 
such further information as he had ob- 
tained as to values. He consulted his attorney 
and Mr. Sprague, the Actuary of the depart- 
ment. He said the previously printed statement 
that he intended to make Mr. Sprague Receiver 
was an absolute lie, and that be had never men- 
tioned the name of a candidate. After further 
examination as to one or two particular invest- 
ments the plaintiffs rested. 





PUBLIC OFFICERS INDICTED. 





PROMINENT DEMOCRATS OF NORFOLK A@ 
CUSED OF GRAVE OFFENSES. 

NorFotk, Va., Nov. 10.—Considerable ex- 
citement has been created in this city to-day by 
the publication in Virginia of a report of the 
Grand Jury on the official actions of several city 
officers. In this city an ordinance is in force 
which gives to informers one-half of all fines 


collected by the magistrates. It is alleged in tne 
report that an agreement has existed between 
Magistrates Charles H. ''codd and Elisha KR. Jobn- 
son, whereby they were to divide ali informers’ 
Tees, thus getting 25 per cent. each of all fines 
imposed. In speaking of the magistrates men- 
tioned the report says: 

“ We examined a number of witnesses, and have in- 
dicted Charles H. ‘odd for selling or permitting liquor 
to be sold by his barkeepersto minors. We huve also 
indicted said Charles H. Todd, one of the Justices of 
the Peace of the city, for fuiling to pay into court fines 
collected by him. We have indicted k. R. Johnson tor 
performing the ceremony of marriage without having 
the authority of court to perform such ceremony. 
The examination of witnesses summoned before us 
discloses tne fact that the said Charles H. Todd, one 
of the Justices of the city, is the proprietor of a sa- 
Joon, and that at suid saloon liquor is sold on Sundays 
to divers persons, who are turnished with private keys 
for the purpose of entering said saioon by a side ‘dvor, 
and that among other frequenters of the said saloon 
women of ill fame are uccustomedto drink intoxicat- 
ing liquors therein.” 

Further on High Constable Chapman is in- 
dicted for obtaining $150 trom Arthur Schroeder, 
traveling calesman tor Lovejoy & Co., of New- 
York. Schroeder was arrested for selling goods 
by sample without a license, and it is alleged 
that Chapman offered to settle the case for that 
amount, which was paid and a receipt taken 
therefor. Deputy Constable L. S. Frost was also 
indicted for attempting to killa woman with 
whom he was living ashort time ago. ‘Tne in- 
dictments will probably lead to the impeach- 
ment of all the officers named. Chapman was 
arrested and gave bail. The affair causes the 
greatest excitement in political circles, as all the 
persons named are prominent Democrats. 








THE NEW MONETARY CONVENTION. 

DuBUQuE, Iowa, Nov. 10.—A_ distin- 
guished gentleman of this city, who has shown 
in the United States Senate an intimate ac- 
quaintance with questions concerning finances, 
said to-day that Minister McLane’s dispatch to 


the State Department relative to the new mon- 
etary convention between France, Greece, Italy, 
and Switzerland was misleading. The proposi- 
tion, this gentleman says, is not to redeem silver 
with gold, but franc pieces coined by Italy 
reaching the Bank of France in the course of 
business shall be returned by the bank to Italy 
and gold sent in exchange. The same rule ap- 
plies to French frances circulating in Italy and 
reaching the Italian Treasury or banks. In this 
way each country is made to take care of itsown 
coined silver. Belgium objects to this because 
of her large coinage of silver and ber proximity 
to France, but she will agree in the end. Bi- 
metallism, according to this gentieman, is not 
weakened, but rather strengthened, by this ar- 
rangement, especialiy as the convention contin- 
ues five years. France urged this because of the 
tendency of Belgian and Italian silver coins to-+ 
ward the Bank ot France. 





A NEW HOTEL FOR PHILADELPHIA. 
.. PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 10.—A project is on 
foot looking toward anew hotel in Philade|phia, 
to be built on a largescale. Theodore Walton, 
whoin the past has had considerable hotel ex- 


perience, is in the city in the interest of New- 
York parties and has had interviews with a 
number of Philadelphia capitalists with a view 
to the formation of a company to carry out the 
enterprise. The intention is to locate the 
hotel in the vicinity of Broad and Walnut 
streets, and already, it is said, there have 
been negotiations for a_ desirable site. 
The New-York parties interested say that there 
is no really fine modern hotel in Philadelphia, 
and they think one would pay. All the hotels 
are old buildings or old buildings with additions, 
and are, with few exceptions, built on the plan 
of 50 or more years ago. In the case of several, 
such as the Aldine, the Bellevue, and others, the 
buildings were originally dwellings and have 
simply been altered to be used for hotel pur- 
oses. Some very prominent and influential 
hiladelphians favor the enterprise.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL, 


LYCEUM THEATRE. 

When Mr. Bronson Howard said *“ One 
®f Our Girls” was the best play he had written, 
(if he ever did say 80, and the statement to that 
effect is something more than a managerial 
fiction.) Mr. Howard again demonstrated 
what had often been demonstrated be- 
fore, namely, the inability of an  au- 
thor to judge of the merit of his own 
work. That the writer of * Young Mrs. Win- 
throp,” a dainty, interesting play, depicting 
faithfully a certain phase of New-York so- 
tiety, and “Old Love Letters,” a bright and 
clever little comedy, should deliberately 
commend as superior to either of them a 
feeble imitation of Octave Feuillet, may 
well astonish plain folks who are not 
authors. “One of Our Girls’ was seen 
at the Lyceum Theatre Jast evening. It was 
provided by the new manager of that theatre, 
Mr. John Rickaby, with a sumptuous setting, 
and it was acted, though not in a faultless 
manner, better than it deserved to be acted. 
It was listened to and observed by a large 
and critical audience; the closest attention 
Was given to every line of the text and 
every motion of the actors, and there 
was a great deal of laughter caused by Mr. 
Howard’s witticisms. and a great deal of ap- 
piause called forth by the efforts of the perform- 
ers. Asa matter of fact, much of Mr. Howard’s 
dialogue is good; some of the bright things of 
tne text are very bright indeed, though there 
are many lines which recall those remarkable 
ebullitions of American humor which gave 
temporary fame to Mr. Bailey, of Danbury, 
Conn., and Mr. Lewis, of Detroit, Mich. When 
Miss Kate Shipley, for instance, remarks that if 
she loses her reputation by doing some- 
thing of which her neighbors disapprove 
pbe can afford to lose it, and if 
any French lady finds it she may have 
it, and will probably need it, she 
makes a silly and vulgar remark. But there are 
many amusing speeches in Mr. Howard’s play 
that are neither silly nor vulgar. Still good dia- 
logue does not alone make a good play. Let us 
take a hasty glance at ‘One of Our Girls” and 
bee what else there is in it. ; [ 

Miss Kate Shipley is an American girl whose 
father lives on Fifth-avenue, New-York, and is 
worth $ $ $. Miss Shipley’s mother was a 
French girl and her marriage was against 
ber parents’ wishes. In fact, the fam- 
fly in France did not recongnize the Ship- 
leys until Mr. Shipley made his million 
and bought his Fifth-avenue house. Now, Miss 
Shipley’s mother having died, Miss Shipiey is 
obliged to travel alone, while her father remains 
in Néw-York to make more money. She 
visits her relatives, the Fonblanques, at their 
chateau, near Paris. She sees their only 
faughter sold, in accordance with the 
French custom, (to prove the _ existence 
of which Mr. Howard cites ** The Social Code of 
France,” written by the Countess de Bassan- 
ville.) to a roue and gambler; she is at hand to 
pave that daughter from dishonor when the 
inevitabie trouble comes about the young 
man whose picture is worn next to the 
es young thing’s heart; she helps to 

ring the wicked husband to justice, and 
she makes love to an English officer, who is, by 
the way, avery fiae fellow. Miss Shipley is a 
very independent voung woman. We sympa- 
thize with her French relatives, who are 
shocked and bewildered about her actions. 
Bhe tells lies to people about America—lies 
that were old jokes before Miss Shipley was 
born. Sbhespeaks many languages, but she ad- 
mits that no matter what language she speaks 
she issure to say the very thing she ought not 
tosay. She uses the cablein a very extravagant 
way,and she adds at least three postscripts to 
every letter she writes. 

Now, young American ladies do not act in 
the bold and independent manner affected 
by Miss Shipley when they are at home; 
if they did they would be mistaken for 
young American Women who are not 
ladies. Moreover, they are taught when they 
are young to respect the wishes of nour older 
than themselves, and to conform to the man- 
pers and customs which prevail in houses 
they may be visiting. Mr. Henry James 
never pictured the American girl quite 
so bold and eccentric as Mr. Howard has 
pictured her, and Mr. James's pictures of her 
have not yet been accepted as true by her coun- 
trymen. Miss Shipley is clever and witty, 
certainly, and she is very kind to sac- 
rifice herself to save a friend; byt she 
is not true enough to nature, n in- 
teresting enough to carry the whole burden of 
a play. There is one very effective situation ia 
Mr. Howard’s comedy; for the rest there are 
some scenes which hold the attention 
and others during which the mind of the 
spectator is apt to wander from_ the 
stage. The English officer, though not a total 
stranger, is a clever and good fellow, and he 
will be liked as long as “One of Our 
Giris” is liked. None of the other char- 
acters are very interesting; the wicked husband 
is grim and disagreeable, while Julie and 
her lover are week and contemptible. Octave 
Feuillet bas crowded nis pages with such 
personages as these three. The acting, as 





we have said, was not faultless. Miss 
Helene Dauvray was Kate Shipley, and 
{n that character she displayed the 


qualities already commended by us in mention- 
ing her acting at the Star Theatre last Spring. 
Bhe is graceful, painstaking.and always self-pos- 
sessed. She wore rich dresses. Mr. E. H. Sothern 
moade a strong impression as the English officer, 
Capt. Gregory. He was becomingly stolid and 
imperturbable, and showed genuine strength in 
the one strong scene of the piece. He was re- 
cailed, as was also Mr. F. F. Mackay, who imper- 
sonated the grim Countin agrim manner. Other 
characters were taken by Miss Ida Vernon, Mr. 
Louis James, Mr. G. F. Devere, and Mr. J. W. 
Piggott. ‘*One of Our Girls” isthe work ofa 
writer of rare intelligence and ingenuity, and 
we are sorry his new play is not 80 good as some 
of its predecessors.

THOMAS POPULAR CONCERTS. 

The second of the Thomas Popular Con- 
certs took place at the Academy of Music yes- 
terday evening. The programme included no 
music that had not been listened to before, but 
most of the works chosen for interpretation in 
entertainments of this order are of asort with 
which familiarity is rather courted than 
phunned, and the best known, and, in spite of 
the preaching and practice of the advanced 
school, most tuneful compositions performed 
last night were received with most favor. 
The brilliant overture to * Rienzi,’ which was 
fincly played, and the themeand variations from 
Schubert’s D minor quartet, delightfully ren- 
dered by the stringed orchestra, were greeted 
with special enthusiasm, and a portion of the 
Schubert number had to be_ repeated. 
Dvorak’s “ Hositzka’’. overture, notwith- 
standing its somewhat uneven character 
and violent contrasts of tone color, was 
giso much applauded, and the two 
By mphonic movements constituting Schumann’s 
B minor symphony, No. 8—the *‘ unfinished” one 
—were listened to with interest, in spite of the 
fact that the work is of a rather serious 
ast for a miscellaneous programme. The 
aliet music from  Saint-Saéns’s ‘“ Henry 
ViIL.” was last on the bill, and was 
rapitally given. Still, Mr. Thomas’s forces are 
pot yet at their best. His horns area trifle un- 
certain, his first violin isnotequal to Mr. Brandt, 
and the tone of his first oboist is more disagree- 
nbie than pleasant. Nor is the marvelous tech- 
pical precision usually attained toward the 
middle of the season observable as vet 
In the band’s performances. These are indeed 
aamirable, but they fall short of the perfection 
reached in the past. That the old time 
standard will be touched in due course 
admits, however, of littie doubt, and with 
tbe hard work the orchestra is now 
engaged in it may be prophesied that the 
desirable period is near at hand. The soloist jast 
evening was Mr. Ratael Joseffy, who interpreted 
Liszt’s second ccncerto, in A major, Litolff’s 
Bcherzo, and, aS encore pieces, a barcarroe by 
Rubinstein. and a Hungarian rhapsody ‘by 
Brahms. The concerto is nota very attractive 
composition, andin its first half Mr. Joseffy’s 


attempts to produce an impression of power 
only resuited in bringing forth a series of hard 


ang dry sounds, wholly unlike what the 
composer must have intended. In the 
latter part of the concerto, however, 


the executant’s delicate and crystalline tone 
was frequently revealed, and in Litolff’s scherzo 
his most valuabie qualities as a playful and 
Gainty virtuoso, possessed of rare technical skiil 
end gala with considerable fancy, were ap- 
parent.

The auction sale of seats for the Brook- 
lyn Philharmonic concerts, which begins on 
Nov. 2lat the Academy of Music, took place 
last evening at the Brooklyn Art Association 
rooms.

ADVANCING FREIGHT RATES. 


Curcaco, Noy. 10.—The representatives 
of the railroads running east from this city to- 
day received orders from New-York to advance 
freight rates to the East on Nov. 23 to a 
basis of 25 cents on grain to New-York. 
This is an advance of 5 cents from 
the present rate and is 244 times the rate pre- 
vailing during the war afew weeksago, Fol- 
lowing closely upon theadvances in west-bound 
freight just ordered, and like those made with 
the people here, this new advance has created 
some irritation among the railroad men here.

HE WRITES A LETTER CONCERNING THE 


RECENT ELECTION IN BROOKLYN, 


The November meeting of the Kings 
County Republican General Committee was held 
last evening in the Brooklyn Music Hall. David 
A. Baldwin, Chairman of the committee, pre- 
sided, and faced 55 other members. After some 


routine business had been transacted Chairman 
Baldwin read the following letter: 


BROOKLYN, Nov. 10, 1885. 
Hon. David A. Baldwin, Chairman Republican General 
Committee: : 

DEAR SIR: As the presiding officer of the repre- 
sentative body of the Republican Party of Kings 
County, I Gosive you to convey to that body, and to 
the great mass of Repubiicans whom it represents, my 
appreciation of the fidelity and enthusiasm with which 
my candidacy for Mayor was supported and conducted 
during the last canvass.

THE SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC. 





MONTREAL'S VICTIMS INCREASED BY THE 
DEATH OF A CAT. 

MontTREAL, Nov. 10.—Sir Adolphe Caron, 
Minister of Militia, notified the Health Depart- 
ment to-night to removethe disinfecting build- 
ing from the Champ De Mars, which is used as a 
parade ground for the troops. Dr. Laberge re- 
plied that the building would remain where it 
was till the troops removed it themselves, and 
Dr. Laberge vouches for the following peculiar 
statement: Some time ago a little boy named 
de Chantel, residing on Panet-street, took small- 
pox, and a cat, which was a great favorite of his, 
could not be kept out ot the room. The boy died, 
and the house was disinfected, bnt ever since the 
cat has been going about the house moaning as 
if in pain. Thefamiiy thought it was fretting 
for the loss of the boy, but Dr. Laberge happen- 
ing to call at the house to-night, found it was 
suffering from smallpox. He at once shot it 
and had the body destroyed by fire. He says 
this is the first instance of an anima) taking 
small pox. : 
During the past week 222 French Canadians 
died from smallpox and 9 other Catholics and 8 
Protestants. Melvin Smith, a well known sport- 
ing man, was seen to-day driving aboutina 
public hack by a policeman, who knew that 
there was smallpox in hjshouse. The constable 
took him home, locked The door, and took away 
the key, which he handed to the health author- 
ities. They at once affixed an isolation seal to 
the door and put a sanitary policeman tu watch 
it. 


AUBURN, N. Y., Nov. 10.—William Rose 
is under quarantine at Fair Haven. His case is 
a peculiar one. He has a wife and children, but 
has not lived at ail times on good terms with 
them, Once he threw boiling water over his 
wife and then asked her if it hurt her, About 
three weeks ago he suddenly left Fair Haven 
for Canada. His leaving was accelerated by 


a story that he had put Paris green in 
the family coffee pot. The coffee pot 
disappeared, too, but was subsequentiy 
found in an outhouse. When Rose 


came back he said he had been scared out of 
Canada by the smallpox and tbat he had been 
exposed to it. He had been vaccinated at Cane 
Vincent, but was immediately quarantined, He 
is now very sick, but the Health Officer thinks 
it is the effects offthe vaccination. An attempt 
was made to arrest him last night for the attempt 
on the life of his wife, but the constuble did not 
dare take him out of quaraptine. It is feared 
that he will fly as soon as he gets weli enough to 
go and can escape from the house. He may, 
however, really have smallpox. 


LOSSES BY FIRE.

OBITUARY. 





WILLIAM BENJAMIN CARPENTER. 
William Benjamin Carpenter, M. D., LL. 
D., F. R.S., F. L. 8., F. G. S., the eminent Eng- 
lish physiologist and writer on scientific sub- 
jects, died in London yesterday from the effects 
of terrible burns caused by the upsetting of a 
lamp while he was taking a vapor bath for 
rheumatism. Dr. Carpenter, who -was in the 
seventy-third year of his age, was a son of Dr. 
Lant Carpenter, and was born at Bristol in 1813. 
He studied medicine, and was graduated M. D. 
from the University of Edinburgh in 1839, when 
he began the practice of his profession in Bris- 
tol. Hesoon resolved, however, to devote him- 
self wholly to scientific and literary pursuits, 
and in 1843 he removed to London, where his 
writings at once attracted attention, and he was 
appointed Examiner in Pbysiolozgy and Compar- 
ative Anatomy in the University of London and 
Professor of Medical Jurisprudence in Uni- 
versity College. He held these positions until 
1856, when he was appointed Registrar of 
the University of London. In 1861 the 
Council of the Royal Society awarded to 
Dr. Carpenter the royal medal for his contribu- 
tions to physiological science. From 1868 to 1870 
he took a principal part in the expeditions fitted 
out by the Guvernment of Great Britain for the 
exploration of the deep sea, which yielded re- 
sults of the greatest value to physical and bi- 
ological science, and it was at his suggestion 
that the Challenger was atterward dispatched to 
prosecute similar researches more extensively. 
The honorary degree of LL. D. was conferred 
upon him by the University of Edinburgh in 
1871. Among his more widely known scientific 
works are: ‘“*The Microscope and its Revela- 
tions,” ** Principles of General and Comparative 
Physiology,” ‘Principles of Human Physiol- 
ogy,” ** A Manual of Physiology,” “ Principles 
of Mental Physiology,” and an ** Introduction 
to the Study of the Foraminifera.”’ He was the 
editor for many years of the British and Foreign 
Medico-Chirurgical Review.

DR. SEYMOUR N. MARSH. 

Dr. Seymour N. Marsh died at his home, 
in Jamaica, Long Island, on Monday, in the 
eightieth year of hisage. He had been suffer- 
ing from debility anda general breaking up of 
the system for about two months, and his death 
was due toold age rather than to any specific 
disease. He leaves a widow, three sons, and two 
daughters. Funeral services will be held at 
Jamaica this afternoon at 3 o’clock, and the 
body will be buried at Rahway, N. J., to-morrow 
afternoon, Dr. Marsh was born in Oxford, N. 
H., Sept. 8, 1806, and at the age of 14 en- 
gaged in business with his father, who 
was a specialist in physical deformities, in 
Canajoharie, N. Y. He atterward attended 
the Castleton Medical College of Vermont, from 
which be was graduated with honors as a physi- 
cian and surgeon, and began to practice in Can- 
ajobarie. Tbe elder Dr. Marsh was the inventor 
of several appliances for the relief of the physic- 
ally deformed, and his son greatiy improved 
these and added to the list. The business was 
removed to this city in 1845, and for the last 28 
years has been conducted in the Astor House 
Building, Dr. Marsh assuming its entire manage- 
ment after the death of his father. In April 
last the doctor celebrated the fifty-fifth anni- 
versary of his marriage. Dr. Marsh was a mem- 
ber of the Dutch Reformed Church.

FREDDIE M’ALLISTER'S DEATH. 
Troy, N. Y., Nov. 10.—The testimony 
taken in the inquest relative to the death of 
Frederick McAllister, the 5-pear-old orphan who 
was caught fast in a clay pit, where he remained 


for 20 hours until death relieved him from his 
sufferings, shows that he was pushed into the 
pit by Edward Townsend, a boy aged 12 years. 
Towusend at the inquest said he and McAllister 
stole out of the Orphan Asylum on election 
night and went upa hill to watch the bon- 
fires. *‘When we got up the hill,” said Town- 
send, “ Freddie was crying, and I didn’t want 
him with me any longer, so 1 pushed him down 
the bank into the clay.” ;

RELATIONS OF THE CHURCH TO SOCIETY 

AND GOVERNMENT. 

Cable Dispatch to the Herald of Yesterday. 
Rome. Nov. 9.—Contrary to the reports 
erroneously telegraphed from Rome the Pope’s 
encyclical letter has not yet been published, but 
will be ina few days. The entire proof sheets of 
this important document were placed at my 
disposal on the condition that they should not 
be communicated to any European newspaper. 
The Pope during the past 18 months has amend- 
edand rewritten the entire encyclical no less 
than 21 times. It is entitled ‘‘ De Civitatum 
Gubernatione Christiana,” and is dated All 
Saints’ Day, Nov. 1. The final proof sheets, 
now before me, are in Latin and comprise 38 
pages of closely printed type and bear marginal 
corrections in the Pope’s own handwriting. 
The following are literal translations from the 


sate. of passages not mentioned in my last dis- 

patch: 

* It is a calumny to suppose the church is in- 

compatible with the principles of modern civil 
government and society as now constituted. 
Man cannot exist without society; this requires 
authority, and all true autbority comes directly 
from God. The participation of the people in 
States’ Government should not be blamed, but 
enconraged. The church is not the enemy but 
the friend of all healtnful and legitimate liberty. 
If the church holds that various sects of Chris- 
tians cannot be tolerated on a footing of equal- 
ity with the true religion, she does not go so far 
asto blame governments for permitting such 
sects to have influence in governing, provided 
those forming the government seek to attain 
some good object or to avoid misfortune. 

“Tne church is tolerant, for according to 8t. 
Augustine restraint can obtain everything,from 
man except faith. 3 

“The church warmly patronizes all true liber~ 
ty, and especially the liberty of nations and in- 
dividuals against despotism. 

“The church accepts most cordially all that 
contributes to the prosperity of mortal life and 
encourages all researches of human brain. 

“The church will always accept with joy all 
that contributes to the conquests of science, par- 
ticularly of natural science. 

“The church encourages all modern discov- 
eries and inventions, and countenances pleasure 
in all modern progress and devices that have 
for their object to adorn life or make it more 
comfortable. 

**The church encourages all arts and all honest 

industries, 

*“We thus proclaim freely and openly the 
truth, not with any ulterior design of profit 
from the actual political situation, but because 
we wish to see public affairs follow less pekjilous 
channels and repose on a more solid basis. 

“The church is in perfect harmony with all 
modern progress, and leaves intact the legiti- 
mate liberty of the people. Every Catholic 
should rigidly adbere to the teachings of the 
Roman pontiffs, especially in the matter of mod- 
ern liberty, which already, under the semblance 
of honesty of purpose, leads to error and de- 
struction. 

**Weexhort all Catholics who would devote 
careful attention to public matters to take an 
active part in all municipal affairs and elec- 
tions, and to further the principles of the church 
in all public services, meetings, and ratherings. 
All Catholics must make themselves felt as act- 
ive elements in daily political life in the coun- 
tries where they live. They must penetrate 
wherever possible in the administration of civil 
affairs: must constantly exert the utmost vig- 
ilance and energy to prevent the usages of lib- 
erty from going beyond the _ limits fixed by 
God’slaw. All Catholics should do all! in their 
power to cause the Constitutions of States and 
legislation to be modeled in the principles of the 
true church. All Catholic writers and journal- 
ists sbould never lose foran instant from view 
the above prescriptions. Ali Catholics should 
redouble their submission to authority, and 
unite their whole heart, soul, body, and mind 
in the defense of the church and Christian wis- 
dom. 


AN OTHELLO WITHOUT A RIVAL. 














THE ASTOR-PLACE TRADEGY COMPANY AT 
STEINWAY HALL 
The shadow of the dark continent fell 
upon Steinway Hall Jast night. The Astor- 
Piace Tragedy Company appeared therein a 
play which they, presuming upon the fact that 
the Shakespeare family’s claim to a copyright 
of the title has expired, boldly called ‘* Othello.” 
The play presented last evening differed from 
that with which New-York audiences are fa- 
miliar in many particulars, chief of which was 
that:the characters were all Moors. This made 
the rage of one Brabantio, because his daughter 
had married Othello, a little difficult to under- 


stand, This trivial circumstance, however, did 
not weigh heavily upon the minds of the Astor- 
place tragedians, and they proceeded to make 
things just as lively for Otbelloas if he had 
been common white trash. 

Othello, the Lord High Executioner of Venice, 
was impersonated by Mr. Benjamin J. Ford. Mr. 
Ford makes the part up much darker than Sal- 
vini does, and even than Gustavus Brooks was 
wont todo. Mr. Ford’s dark make-up, however, 
does not prevent him from standing consider- 
ably over six feetip his tights and giving the 
audience a great deal of Othello for their 
money. Mr. Ford has a_ voice which 
extends from the subcellar of the base 
clef to the third floor, back, of the 
tenor, and is capable of spreading itself 
over a large portion of the community at one 
time. The quality of the voice is distinctly 
cheerful. The lower notes have much of the 
pathetic mellowness of the contra fagotto, while 
the upper notes are like the lacivious piping of 
the E flat clarionet. lago was represented by Mr. 
J. A. Arneaux, of whom it may be said, in the 
language of a classic song composed in the time 
of Nelsonides Seymourus, that French baliet 
girls are in the shade when he puts down his 
shue. Desdemona, the Yum Yum of the drama, 
was acted by Miss Eloise Molineaux. 

The various episodes of the play were watched 
with deepest interest by the audience. When 
Othello ran away with Desdemona, and stood 
up like a little man before her irate papa, the 
spectators hailed him with loud acclamations, 
and when he talked business to a lot of 
disabled baseball catchers, whom he called 
Senators, the audience shouted with joy. 
The efforts of lago to convince Othello 
that his twilight-colored bride had shaken 
him for one Cassio were watched with intense 
interest, and when Othello’s countenance was 
distorted with a “frightful, fearful, frantic 
frown,”’ and his voice fell all the way down stairs 
from high Cto D flat below the bas clef, every 
one knew that there wasa good, stout rod in 
fo for Iago and cheered Othello to the echo. 

Subsequently, when Othello seized Iago by his 
hittle pigtail and drew his snickersnee, while 
Tago flopped down upon the unyielding pine 
boards and “gurgied and guggled,” the applause 
rose to a pean of wild glee. 

But it was tn the final act of the tragedy that 
Othello woke up to the fullest sense of the situ- 
ation and demonstrated that he was boss in his 
own house. He grabbed Desdemona by her 
tlowing switches and swept the splinters off the 
stage with her. He jerked her from L. U. E. to 
R. I. E., across the stage and down the middle. 
He scattered the English language in about 300 
parts of speech all around her, and though she 
moved eurnestly fora new trial he gave her to 
understand in plain words that the jig was up 
and that she had to seek a field of usefulness 
in another and better world. He then proceeded 
to stuff a boarding-bouse pillow down her throat 
and sit on it, whereupon Desdemona, knowing 
when she had enough of a good thing, curled up 
in a dusky heap and died. Then Emilia, imper- 
sonated by Miss Belle Martin, in a black dress 
with brass buttons down the front, gave away 
the deal which her husbond had made and 
Othello awoke to a consciousness that his friend 
was a bunko steerer of the lowest type. So 
he once more drew his snickersnee, and proceed- 
ed to perform the difficult, not to say dangerous, 
operation of self-decapitation. The audience 
arose and departed. The spectators evidently 
had no great desire to behold any manslaughter, 
as they had seen womanslaughter sufficiently 
widespread to last them for several months. 
The audience was very large—more than large 
enough to till the house—but a great part of it 
staid away. 





PROHIBITORY L.twsS SUSTAINED. 
ATCHISON, Kan., Nov. 10.—Judge David 
Martin rendered a decision to-day in the whisky 
injunction cases recently brought before him by 
Attorney-General Bradford against five promi- 


nent saloons of this city under the nuisance 
clause of the prohibitory act. The defendants 
had filed a motion to transfer the cases to the 
United States court for trial, alleging that several 
important Federal questions were raised in the 
proceedings, among them that the law confirm- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors for the ex- 
cepted purposes to druggists was in the nature 
of class legisiation, and therefore in contraven- 
tion of the Federal Constitution. The motion 
was argued last week, and the court took the 
matter under advisement until to-day, when he 
announced his decision refusing the motion and 
holding the cases here for trial. The opinion 
exhausts every point raised in the argument of 
the attorneys, and sustains the validity of the 
prohibitory law in every particular.

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MANY USELESS EMPLOYES 


POLITICAL PICKINGS IN THE 
COUNTY CLERRK’S OFFICE. 

&€MR. KEENAN’S DEPUTY FORCED TO. ADMIT A 
GREAT UNNECESSARY EXPENSE TO- THE 
CITY IN HIS DEPARTMENT, 

A cluster of the barnacles that adhere 


closely to the political pickings in the County 
Clerk’s office Was uncovered by the dredging 
committee from the Senate yesterday. . For the 
present the sessions will be continued at the 
Morion House, Fourteenth-street and Broad- 
way. Rollin M. Squire, poet and Commissioner 
of Public Works, disappointed the committee 
yesterday. It took an hour anda half to serve 
asubpcena on him the evening previous. A 
chair was reserved for him in the committee 
room yesterday, but a message came from Dr. 
William P. Wood that the Commissioner was 
suffering from gastric fever. Ex-Controller 
Grant sent word that he would be ready to ex- 
plain his business relations with Ferdinand 
Ward to-day. 

Deputy County Clerk Edward Selleck was 
questioned about the estimates asked for to run 


the office with which he is connected for the 
pnsuing year. The County Clerk, he explained, 
was going to get a salary of $15,000 instead of 
fees as heretofore, all fees going into the City 
Treasury, and the expenses of the oifice all com- 
ing out of the City Treasury. Even the searchers 
‘would be employes of the city. Mr. Selleck did 
not know, hesaid, that tle departmental estimate 
for next year called for $60,000 increase over the 
bum that Mr. Keenan told the Roosevelt com- 
mittee was necessary to run the office, nor could 
he see any reason why the increase snould be so 
rge. 

“Is there any law,” the witness was asked, 
* requiring the appointment of a Deputy County 
Clerk ?” we 

“1 don’t know that there is,” he answered. 

“What is the use of appointing one at $5,000 a 
year if the County Clerk attends to his busi- 
ness ?”” , : 

’ “Well, I don’t know,” said the witness, some- 
what taken avack. 

* Isn't it a fact,” he was asked later, “ that the 
Deputy County Clerk does about all the work ?” 

“On, yes, that has been known for thirty-odd 
years.” 

“Then there is an Assistant Deputy at a salary 
of $3,000 a year,” continued Lawyer Miller; 
‘* could you get along without him?” 

**If we had to, | suppose we could.” 

* Why did you put him in here?” tapping the 
list of employes named in the departmental 
estimate with his thumb, 

“Jmade that out under the instructions:of 
the County Clerk,” answered the Deputy. 

Several other clerks in the department were 
taken up in turn and their duties carefully dis- 
sected. The principal functions of * assistants” 
*was to represent their superiors when the latter 
‘were off duty. Others had little or nothing to 
do but draw salaries of from $1,000 to $3,000 a 
Year. “ I want to say, though, that some of the 

mployes in that ofice are overworked,” said 

fir. Selleck. 

* And some have it very easy,’ replied. Mr. 
Miller. 

“Well, that is the way of the’ world, you 
know.” 

“If you were running that office for yourself 
on business principles would you employ so 
many clerks?” 

* ] don’t think I would 

“Tt would make a wonderful difference if the 
money was coming out of your own pocket, 
would it not ?”’ 

**To be sure it would.” 

* How many recording clerks could you get 
gwlong with in the department?” 

; * Probably six, or maybe eight.” 

** And a salary of $1,200 each would be fair -re- 
muneration for mere copying work?” 

* About that, I think.” 

Lawyer Miller read from the estimate to-show 

that the County Clerk wants from the city 
$56,500 for searchers’ fees alone this year, while 
Mr. Keenan tol the Roosevelt committee when 
the fees all came out of his own pocket that they 
only amounted toa little over $23,000 a year, 
extras and all. The total amount asked for in 
the County Cierk’s office this year is $105,600, or 
$90,600 without the County Clerk’s personal sal- 
ary, for other salaries and the general expenses 
fin the office. This was compared with an ex- 
tpenditure of only $37,825 for the same services 
jtbree years ago. 
: As a matter for possible legislation Lawyer 
‘Miller called tbe attention of the committee to 
the $174,200 wanted this year for the Supreme 
‘Court, claiming that aside from the salaries of 
the Judges the expenditures for clerks, stenog- 
Taphers, messengers, and attendants should 
not exceed $15,000 or $20,000 a year. The ap- 
pointment of unnecessary employes, she. said, 
Bweiled the amount. 

Lawyer Strahan asked Park Commissioner 
Crimmins to explain the ins and outs of the de- 
‘partment to the committee. Mr. Crimmins fa- 
vored making a singiec-hbeaded departmert of it. 
He strongly urged, also, that some steps be 
‘taken to grade Central Park so that the drain- 
age from the drives should be carried into the 
street sewers and not into the Park lakes. He 
thought it unwise for the city to purchase land 
for new parks until it spent more money in fin- 
ishing up some of the old ones. Since Gen. 
Grant’s burial there, the Commissioner said, 
Riverside Park was becoming a popular place 
for afternoon drives, and he thought that peo- 
pie would be better satisfied if the Park Depart- 
ment should have power to beautify and pub- 
licly contro] some of the streets approaching it.

DENYING PUBLISHED RUMORS. 

A statement appeared in the Herald yes— 
terday, based on information given by an anony- 
mous “ gentleman who is very near to Mr.

Yelegraph Company isin afew days to opena 
hew war against the Baltimore and Ohio by the 
reduction of telegraph rates to 5 cents for all 


points between Boston, Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton, and Baltimore reached by the Baitimore 
and Ohio, and a 10-cent rate to all the more dis- 
tant piaces, such as Chicago, St. Louis, and 
‘Cincinnati covered by the competing line. After 
printing this story the Hérald addsan allezed 
interview with D. H. Bates, President of the 
altimore and Ohio Telegraph Company, in 
which that gentleman is made tosmule and say: 
**T have beard the threats you speak of, and all 
I can say is, we wili meet any reduction in rates 
the Western Union may make in the future just 
Bs we have in the past. We can stand the fight 
Rs long as they can,” 
. When this story was shown to Dr. Norvin 
Green, President of the Western Union Com- 
any, yesterday, he studied it for a while silent- 
y, and then said, more in sorrow than in anger: 
"The newspapers seem to knowa great deal 
tmore about our business than we do ourselves. 
This story looks to measif it was made up of 
pure guesses and printed asasortof wedge to 
woven up the policy of the Western Union. All 
that I haveto say about it is that any such rad- 
ical reduction in rates as is mentioned here is 
nbsurd on the face of it, and ought not to hold 
the attention of any business man for an in- 
ptant, The story either originated in the fertile 
mind of the writer, or it was prompted by some 
,Wall-street operator with a view to serving his 
‘own purposes.” 

President Bates, of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
‘was somewhat surprised when shown the al- 
jeged interview with himself. ‘ I don’t remem- 
ber,” he said, ** of speaking to a Herald or any 
other reporter yesterday, and I certainly should 
not announce the policy of this company in an 
emergency which has not occurred. t have 
heard of no intention on the part of Western 
Union to further cut rates except through the 
mewspapers.”

When the guests in the Metropolitan 
Hotel went down stairs to dinner last evening. 
thedouble doors through which they had been 
wont to enter the large restaurant were locked. 
against them. A paper sign said *‘ Entrance on 
Broadway.” The ladies threw wraps over their 


‘heads, struggled through the crowd that was 


hurrying homeward over the pavements, and 
reached the dinner tables very much disgusted. 
The clove-eating portion of the audiences that 
patronize Niblo’s Garden have been accustomed 
to jostle through the same double doors between 


the acts to reach the bar. Last night they 
rushed for the doors as usual, stared in amaze- 
ment at the sign, and ‘then scolded Manager 
* Ed" Gilmore.- The unusual inconvenience 
was the talk of the hotel all ~ yeors 3 

“It's all the doings of that confounded Ex- 
cise Board,” said John M. Otter, general man- 
ager of the hotel, who was wearied with an- 
swering questions. ‘1 applied fora renewal of 
my license on Nov, 4, because it expired on the 
10th, and wanted to be on the safe side. To- 
day got a printed notice from the Excise 
Board notifying me that the application had 
been rejected because the board had no power 
to act. I didnot know what to make of it until 
a reporter came in and told me that it was be- 
cause the barroom was connected with the 
lobby of the theatre. As a matter of fact, the 
lessee of the theatre has nothing to do with the 
lobby that the doors of my restaurant and 
barroom open into. True, people have to 
pass through that lobby in going to his theatre, 
nut I have to light it and keep it clean. The 
terms of nis lease expressly te that the outer 
lobby belongs to the hotel. By courtesy we let 
him use it, but his jurisdiction begins the other 
side of the box office, at least 100 feetaway. It 
is straining a point pretty far to connect the 
theatre with the barroom under the circum- 
stances. I went up to see Judge Hilton, and he 
said: * Lock the door, if that’s what they want.’ 
I locked the door, took off the handles, and car- 
ried away the key. It would have been hard to 
devise any other order that would besuch an in- 
eonvenience to the patrons of the hote!.” 

Manager Gilmore explained matters to the dis- 
gruntled theatregoers. ‘‘I have nothing to do 
with the bar,” he said, “but I'll show you the 
milk in the cocoanut. The Excise Commission- 
ers have been badly shaken up of late by that 
Senate committee. They had to prevent some 
close friends in the Bowery from selling liquor 
in the theatres. The Commissioners are anxious 
to have some man with influence fight the mat- 
ter and bring it toa head. Judge Hilton seemed 
just the man todoit. See?” 

Capt. Williams told the Senate committee a 
short time since that if the law under which the 
Excise Commissioners have acted in this case 
was strictly enforced several large places of 
amusement in town would be affected, including 
the Metropolitan Opera House and the Cusino.

DISCOURAGING TO.ART, 











MR. BASSFORD’S SUIT AGAINST THE OWNER 
OF THE YACHT HILDEGARD. 


The suit of Franklyn Bassford against 
Hermann Oelrichs for the recovery of $500, 
which, he claimed, was due him for painting a 
picture of the defendant’s sloop yacht Hildegard, 
was continued yesterday morning in the Circuit 
Court of Kings County before Judge Brown and 
ajury. The room contained many men promi- 
nent in yachting circles, all of whom manifested 
a great deal of interest in the'progress of the 
trial. The first-witness was J. Frederick Tams, 


the Chairman of the America’s iCup Com- 
mittee during the recent races between 
the Puritan and Genesta. Mr. Tams was ques- 
tioned in regard tothe proper rigging of a vessel 
like the Hildegard. When Mr. Tams stated that 
he had sailed the Gracie against the Bedouin in 
1882 Mr. Smith, counsel for the plaintiff, tried to 
prove that the witness fouled her with another 
vessel, carried away her bowsprit,and there- 
fore knew nothing about sailing acraft. Judge 
Brown ruled that it didn’t make any difference 
in this case whether Mr. Tams could sail the 
Gracie or not. Mr. Tams testified further that 
in the nicture the bowsprit seemed to be sailing 
in a different direction from the Hildegard. He 
couldn't explain how it was wrong, but he knew 
it was not right. 

Robert Centre, Fleet Captain of the New-York 
Yacht Club, was also a witness. He had owned 
and sailed a great many yachts, he said, and had 
made, when a roan man, many mechanical 
drawings of yachts. The witness stepped up to 
the picture and pointed out its defects. He 
said 9 might recognize it as representing the 
Hildegard, because he knew the boat so well, 
but the resemblance was very faint. There 
was a difference of direction between the 
bow and the stern, and the witness proceeded to 
give the mistakes that Mr. Bassford had made in 
technical andnautical terms. Mr. Centre thought 
the waves seemed “‘ all in a jumble;"’ some were 
rolling one way and some another. In the pict- 
ure isthe mid-channel buoy, which Artist Bass- 
ford had painted red. This, Mr. Centre testified, 
should be a black-and-white-striped buoy. This 
statement caused a little tiff betweer Mr. Bass- 
ford and the witness, who was then excused. 

William J. Krebs, the average adjuster and 
Secretary of the New-York Yacht Club, was 
called to take Mr. Centre’s place. He knew the 
appearance of the Hildegard, and he thought 
the picture was notatrue one. The wind at the 
left of the bow was blowing at a different angle 
from that on the sails. After further testi- 
mony in regard to wind and waves and mecban- 
ical measurements the case was given to the 
jury. The jury retired to their room and were 
out for several hours without being able to 
agree. Finally, at5 o’clock, a sealed verdict, 
which will be opened this morning, was hand- 
ed in, 





TAMMANY’S LOVE FEAST.

There was great cheering when Thomas F. 
Gilroy, the Secretary of the committee, intro- 
duced Charles E. Loew as the presiding officer. 

The 
roll of districts was then called, and the leaders 
all reported that they had worked earnestly and 
well in behalf of the Democratic State and the 
Tammany local tickets, and that the County 
Democrats had kept themselves very quiet since 
election day.

When Surrogate Rollins took his place

the four stock brokers who had been subpcenaed 
to appear and teli what they knew of Gen. Will- 
iam Cutting’s stock transactions while he had 
chargo of the estate of Francis.B. Cutting and 
Heyward Cutting were present. Franklin Bart- 
lett quickly callea@ John G. Heckscher to the 
stand, as though afraid the stock dealers would 
be spirited away if there should be any delay. 
Mr. Heckscher said that the firm of Robinson, 
Heckscher & Co., to which he formerly belonged, 
did some business with the Executor of the Cut- 


ting estates. Gen. Cutting dealt directly with 
Mr. Robinson, never with anybody else in the 
firm, and the transactions extended over a period 
of two years—from 1882 to 1884. The witness did 
not know what these tratisactions were, 

“Do not the books show them?” asked Mr, 
Bartlett. 

** Well, ido not wish to appear more stupid 
thanIam. The truth is, Mr. Robinson had full 
charge of that branch of the business.” 

** Mr. Robinson is dead ?”

‘r. Heckscher did not know the amount of 
stock bought or sold by Gen. Cutting. ‘I'he 
transactions were not large. He did not think 
they amounted to more than 3,000 shares atone 
time.

“Well,”’ said Mr. Heckscher, “one year he 
mace and another year he lost. The net result I 
should say was a loss.” 

Mr. Heckscher was asked if he would produce 
the ledger, day book, and other account books. 

“No, Sir,” replied the witness, much to the 
amusement of the audience. 

Mr. Heckscher was ordered to come to court 
again to-morrow. 

Then Thomas J. Rush, Jr., was recalled. His 
testimony had been postponed until yesterday 
in order that he might bring some books show- 
ing accounts of Gen. Cutting, but he failed to 
do so because his counsel had ordered him not 
to. Mr. Rush said he had certainly promised to 
produce them, and intended to do so. In fact, 
he was about to bring them when counsel had 
asked him not todo so. Surrogate Rollins said 
that the conduct of the counsel was open to 
criticism, but thought that the better way 
would be for subpcenas to be again issued to 
witnesses to bring the books, The case will be 
continued to-morrow. 








MISS MARX’S BEQUEST, 
—_—-—-~<>-——- — 
THE LETTER WHICH SHE LEFT*FOR HER 
EXECUTORS TO READ. 

The taking of testimony was finished 
yesterday in the contest over the willof Miss 
Catherine Henrietta Marx, who left the larger 
part of an estate of $200,000 to the Rev. Charles 
W. Morrill, who was formerly Rector of St. 
Alban’s Protestant Episcopal Church, and an 
old friend of the family. The only witness was 
Townsend Wandell, who, with Father Morrill 
and the late E. H. Ludlow, were Executors of 
the will. The witness exhibited the following 


letter, opened by him after the death of Miss 
Marx, the other Executors having received sim- 
ilar letters: 

To My Executors: 

I desire that I may be buried inmy family vault in 
Woodlawn Cemetery in my brother’s grave, Henry 
Carroll Marx. My coffin, of oak,to be made in the 
medivva! style, with brass mountings; only the date of 
my death to be engraved on the coftin plate, and I wish 
to be dressed in one of my white muslin dresses. I 
wish a neat hearse, open glass sides, to be drawn by 
bay or white horses. 1 wish to be driven out to the 
cemetery, not more than three carriages to follow, all 
alike, neat and clean, the coachmen to wear gloves. 
No black pail to be thrown over my coffin. My papers, 
bonds, jeweiry, &c., are deposited in the Safe Deposit 
Company inthe Masonic Building, T'wenty-third-street 
and Sixth-avenue. bank account kept in the 
Fifth-Avenue Bank, corner Fifth-avenue and Forty- 
fourth-street. I have some money in the savings 
bank in Bleecker-street. I have also some money in 
the Manhatten Savings Bank, Broadway and Bleecker- 
street, and also in the Third-Avenue Savings Bank. 
The books of these banks will be found in my safe, in 
the house No, 1v2 East Fortieth-street. I have also 
money in the United States ‘'rust Company, Wall- 
street. 

My relatives that are not mentioned in the will, the 
reason is this: Some 1 have never seen, others only in 
childhood or girlhood. ‘'‘hey huve never been near 
meinall my troubles. I wish to say distinctly, if any- 
thing is said hereafter about the gifts in my will to the 
Rev. C. W. Morrill, that 1 have never been to him in 
confession, nor has he been at any time my spiritual 
director. He has never spoken to me about my prop- 
erty or suggested that I ought to makea will. He has 
always been a good kind friend to me—like a brother. 
He 1s an upright, good, honorable, high-toned gentle- 
mun. I know he will make good use of that which I 
have left him. I have disposed of my property in my 
will to suit myself.

DIGGING UP OLD SKULLS. 

An Italian laborer at work onan exca- 
vation in a vacant lot in North Eighth-street, 
near Third-street, Brooklyn, yesterday after- 
noon, struck his pickaxe intoa human skull 
which was imbedded in the dirt. He gaveacry 
of fright that brought the rest of the laborers 
to thespot ina few moments. Half of the men 
scampered across the street in fear, while the 
others hela their ground and began a searcn for 
other skulls.

The skulls and bones were taken charge of by 
the police to await action by Coroner Hesse.

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THE*GOOD WORK DONE BY “THE ‘ CHARITY, 


ORGANIZATION SOCIETY. 


A statement prepared by the officers of 
the Charity Organization Society shows that 
since it began its work in July, 1882, the number 
of cases of families and: persons -seeking relief 
registered on its books is 68,122. The num- 
ber of cases investigated and * dealt } with 
4s 11,528. Permanent employment has‘ been 
found for 2,268 families, and 2,202 families have 


been made self-supporting. The number of 
cases for whom temporary relief has been found 
1s 1,870. Admission to homes, hospitals, and 
charitable institutions has been procured for 
661 persons, and for 3,539 persons relief has been 
obtained from existing agencies. The society 
has eongee bn an outdoor agent for the past 17 
months, who has investigated the cases of 1,510 
street beggars and caused the arrest of 473. 

To accomplish this work the society has found 
it necessary to maintain a central office, where 
are kept the records of cases which have been 
investigated either by the society itself, by other 
societies, or by individuals, and from which in- 
formation 1s freely given, confidentially, to any 
person or society interested in any particular 
case; to employ agents to investigate cases for 
relief societies, churches, or individuals; to em- 
ploy an agent for the suppression of street beg- 
ging; to publish a confidential monthly bulletin, 
which is distributed gratis to members of the 
society, and to support nine district offices, in 
each of which isa paid agent under the direc- 
tion of a volunteer committee of gentlemen re- 
siding in the district: The estimated expenses 
ot the society for the coming year, based on the 
actual expenses of past years, are as follows:

ury almost empty. It rests entirely with 
the public to say whether the work is to con- 
tinue ornot. The society is here simply as the 
servant of the public, and if its work is not con- 
sidered equivalent to the amount it costs, the 
public hus only to signify that opinion by re- 
fusing its subscriptions and the society will cease 
to exist.
